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THE PRESTON FIELD RATION MESS KIT. 


We present herewith engravings of an improved field 
ration mess kit, the invention and design of 1st Lieut. 
The mess kit, packed, is

shown in Plate I. In appearance and weight it is an 
ordinary canteen with removable cover, its shape being 
oblong rather than circular. The entire kit, as shown in 
this plate, forms a package 544 x 7% x 3% inches, and 
if made in aluminum will weight but little more than 
the empty canteen now in use. 

Unpacked (Plate II.), the kit displays all the utensi!s 





half that of the canteen. The cup is provided with a 
handle of such shape and construction that it folds inside 
the cup, the handle being hinged at its inner extremity 
near the middle of the cup. 

The frying pan is also provided with a folding handle. 
When in use as a frying pan the handle is secured in 
position by a bolt similar to that used on a door. When 
in this position the handle is extremely rigid and the 
hands of the soldier are sufficiently removed from the 
fire to allow him to cook with comfort. The frying pan 
and mess pan combine to form a meat ration can (Plate

ill.), and when secured together cannot possibly be 
separated accidentally. To secure this much desired 
results, Mr. Preston terminates the handle of his frying 
pan in a hook. The handle is folded back on the bot- 
tom of the mess pan and its hooked end engaged in a 
ring on the other mess pan. The two pans are then 
forced together and fastened by the same bolt that 
does service in securing the handle when used as a mess 


pan. Nested for transportation, the cup is telescoped 


over the bottom of the canteen, the mess pans cover 
the cup and the sides of the canteen, and the knife, fork 
and spoon are disposed of where convenient inside the 
carrying case. 

It is believed that the Preston kit will find favor with 
oflicers and enlisted men, the points which commend it 
being:

needed for messing the soldier in campaign. The can- 
teen is of the same capacity as that now in service, and 
may be used, if desired, without the other articles. It 
has the felt and canvas evaporation cover and is a coun- 
terpart of the service canteen, except in shape. The 
cup, when packed, telescopes over the bottom of the 
canteen and has a capacity somewhat greater than one- 





THE MESSING UIENSILS. 


1. Compactness. The space required for this kit is 
less than one-half, and but little more than one-third 
that required for the service mess kit. 

2. Lightness. By carrying these articles together it is 
possible to make them of thinner material without sacri- 
ficing rigidity. If made of aluminum in part only, the 
kits need weigh less than one-half those now in service. 


3. For the above reason, both canteen and cup wij 
be more serviceable and less liable to become misshapep, 

4. The cup, as carried at present, by either cavalry 
or infantry glistens in the sunlight and may be seen fer 
miles. It is, moreover, very frequently lost and always 
rattles and prevents a noiseless movement. 

5. The two mess pans when secured together for the 
purpose of carrying cooked rations cannot separate an 
spill their contents. With the service mess pans (or meat 
ration can) this is the rule rather than the exception. 

6. One of the most desirable features of this kit is the 
combination of articles. The present arrangement of the 
service kit is such that the canteen is carried in one 
place, the cup in another, the mess pans in a third, ang 
the knife, fork and spoon separately, possibly in a fourth 
place. This causes endless annoyance and inconvenience. 
and invites a loss of articles that will be impossible wit) 
the new kit. 

7. A small amount of water may be left in the cup 
when telescoped on the canteen. The cover of the cap. 
teen will absorb this gradually, and the water therein hx 
kept cool for several hours. 

8. The kit has been constructed with especial reference 
to wearing qualities. There is nothing on the mess pans 
which may be injured by the heat; the handle is rigij 
when extended and the fastening positive when the 
mess pans are secured together. The handle is so cop- 
structed that the hand is removed from the fire as far as 
possible, and the stewing pan when inverted does not 
fold up. The service pan is objectionable in both these 
particulars. 

9. The cup may be provided with a handle, with no 
handle, or, if preferred, with a bale similar to that used 
on small kettles. 

10. The kits in tin with copper mess pans will cost » 
more than the service kit. 

Lieut. Preston is desirous of bringing his mess kit be- 
fore the service for trial and adoption, and has officially 
placed the matter before the Ordnance Department. 
Since the completion of his models after the above de- 
sign, Lieut. Preston has devoted much time to the per- 
fection of some of the minor details with a view to the 
adoption of the Preston kit for the Army or National 
Guard. 


SIGNIFICANCE OF THE CHEVRON. 

The question of providing new chevrons for the non- 
commissioned officers, now that the insignias for all 
the corps, with the exception of the Pay Corps, 
have been selected, is being discussed by Army 
officers. Brigadier General Breckinridge has re 
ceived this communication from Colonel John C. Tidball, 
U. S. A., retired, which has been placed on file at the 
Department and which will be of interest to the service: 

“TI see of late that considerable attention is being given 
to devising suitable emblems for the different branches 
of our military service. Has any one yet given thought 
to the chevron worn by our Non-Coms.? Previous to 
some time in the fifties the chevron was worn point up 
wards—as it continues to be in the Marine Corps and by 
the cadets of the Military Academy—but at that period 
a change was made by inverting it. I have frequently 
made inquiries as to the reason for this change, but as! 
have never met any one who could explain it, have com: 
to the conclusion that it sprang merely from some whim 
of taste in dress for which there was no well founded or 
prominent reason, and entirely without thought as to the 
The chevron is one of the 





significance of the change. 
most ancient and honorable of the devices of heraldry. 
and, like everything else heraldic, has its closely drawa 
lines of signification, from which no deviation can } 
made without violation of not only good taste, but em 
blematic propriety as well. As you very well know, thi 
chevron represents the rafters of an edifice, and 4 
adopted in heraldry denotes the accomplishment of som 
memorable work, such as the founding of his family by 
the bearer, or the establishment of his own good name 
and fame by a soldier. To fulfill this idea it is placed 
point upwards; but when dishonor comes to the bearer it 
is—following the rules in such cases—inverted, or abased. 
When so placed it denotes that the bearer has been guil- 
ty of some unworthy deed, such as deserting his colors 
or shirking his duty in battle. It is not difficult to se 
that as thus worn it is quite unsuitable as a mark of 
rank for a non-commissioned officer. 

“In this country we affect, as a rule, indifference 
everything heraldic as something belonging to a les 
democratic organization of society; but while we do this 
to heraldry per se, we maintain a just regard for the 
signification of symbols, or kind of sign language belong: 
ing to all peoples, and which has nothing whatever to di 
with family crests and that sort of thing. We have ou! 
orange blossoms—the emblems of fecundity—for ov 
brides, and our Easter eggs—the emblem of revivificatio! 
—when in spring time we sacrifice to the goddess Oster, 
the Aurora of spring. Some other flowers would be ju* 
as handsome for a bride, and a porcelain egg would 
just as good for Easter, but in both cases all the sent 
ment of significance would be absent. The eagles up0! 
the shoulders of a Colonel denote his rank, but with 
their heads turned backwards they would have a di* 
reputable signification. So it is with the inverted cher 
ron.” 





A correspondent gently chides us because in his opin 
ion we “do not sufficiently appreciate the services ret 
dered by the Post Quartermasters and Commissary Set 
geants of the Army.”

THE STORY OF THE ERTOGHRUL. 


Not many years ago the present Sultan of Turkey, 
Abd-ul-Hamid, conceived the idea of conveying his com- 
pliments to the Mikado of Japan. These imperial felici- 
tations could not, of course, be sent by telegraph or in a 
registered letter and were too big and important to 
travel even by parcel post. It was resolved accordingly 
to dispatch a Turkish man-of-war to Japan whose com- 
manding officer could facilitate the conveyance of sundry 
yisible and tangible decorations, to say nothing of in- 
tangible compliments and good wishes across the many 
jagues of intervening sea to the pretty isles of Dai 
Nippon. 

Orders were therefore issued to prepare for a long 
cruise the old wooden steam frigate Ertoghrul, then 
foating lazily on the sleepy waters of the Golden (or 
more properly, muddy) Horn. The Ertoghrul—named 
after one of the historic lights of Islam—was a relic, a 
nautical curiosity, perhaps dating back almost if not 
quite to the days of the Crimea. With a dignified celer- 
ity, characteristically Turkish, and much crying of “Ya- 
yash! yavash!” (Slowly! slowly!) the wheezy old tub 
was finally gotten ready for sea and provided with a 
crew of many hundreds of men. Photographs were 
taken of the officers grouped upon the quarterdeck, 
adieus were said, and (after the frigate had crept 
through the draw of the Galata Bridge, which stretches 
across the entrance to the Horn) the rather stately 
though antiquated Ertoghrul steamed slowly past the 
hill on the European side of the Bosphorus on which is 
situated the palace of the Sultan—the Yulduz Konak, or 
Star Mansion. There the yards were manned in honor 
of the imperial Caliph, while many a loud “Chok yasha!” 
(Live long!) rang out over the pretty waters of the Bos- 
phorus and died away in quavering echoes among the 
ravines of the rugged shore. Then the helm was put 
hard over, and slowly as an old Cadi proceeds on his 
white donkey adown the grass-grown streets of a Turk- 
ish village the wheezy Ertoghrul steamed away past the 
Seraglio Point and the Princes Islands and entered the 
wider waters of that inland sea, the lake-like Marmora. 

It was a long time, a very long time, before the crazy 
Ertoghrul reached the shores of Japan. Once at least 
she was heard from on the way. That was at Singapore, 
where she was compelled (so the story went) to pay har- 
bor dues as a merchantman because she had not been 
supplied with sufficient powder to fire a salute! But 
once in Japan the men and officers of the old frigate 
quite enjoyed themselves. The Mikado was happy, of 
course, to receive word from his dear friend, the Sultan, 
with whom he had so much in common with respect to 
religious tenets, territorial interests, etc., and after 
awhile dispatched (with his blessing) the Turkish visi- 
tors on their long return journey. 

The ill-fated Ertoghrul never reached port again. It 
was caught out in a moderate gale off one of the Japan 
Just what happened will perhaps never be 
known. Perhaps a steampipe burst and rendered the fri- 
gate unmanageable, whereupon she fell off into the 
trough of the sea and soon foundered. At any rate, the 
old tub gave out, just as the old hoss shay did—although 
the former had not had a hundred years of service to 
her credit—and carried down with her almost her entire 
crew of some five hundred officers and men, among whom 
were some bright and brave fellows, worthier of a better 
craft and a happier fate. Only sixty men were saved. 
These were generously and attentively cared for by the 
Japanese, and photographs of the unfortunates, clad in 
white hospital costume, grouped outside their temporary 
quarters on a propitious day, found their way to Turkey 
eventually, where they awakened genuine gratitude in 
the breasts of many Moslems. 

The generosity of the Mikado did not stop with mere 
attention to the bodily wants of the survivors of the 
wreck of the Turkish vessel. Forthwith he ordered two 
fine vessels of the Japanese Navy—one of them since en- 
gaged in the fight of the Yalu—to convey the survivors 
hack to their native land. In due course of time the two 
spick and span Japanese corvettes arrived in the Augean 
Sea and steamed up to the mouth of the Dardanelles. 
But at first the Sultan would give them no invitation or 
even permission to enter the Dardanelles and proceed to 
Constantinople. This the high-spirited senior Captain of 
the Japanese boats hotly resented and threatened, they 
say, to disembark the survivors on the beach at Besica 
Bay and betake himself back (with a large amount of of- 
fended dignity aboard) to his native shores. Word as to 
the possibility of this action being speedily conveyed to 
the Sultan, the latter dignitary changed his mind and a 
lispatch boat was immediately ordered out from the 
Dardanelles on an errand of explanation and pacifica- 
tion. 

The net result was that the two Japanese corvettes 
came up after all to Stamboul, the “Gate of Felicity,” as 
the Turks in their official dispatches always term Con- 
‘tantinople. And when the Japs were once there the Sul- 
tan was prodigal in his attentions and courtesies. For 
quite awhile the two natty corvettes, whose trim appear- 
ance and perfectly clean condition presented a striking 
contrast to the slouchy Osmauli men-of-war about 
swung at their anchors on the calm Bosphorus, almost 
over the very spot where months before the ill-fated Er- 
toghrul had made its slow turn seaward as the yards 
Were manned in compliment to the Sultan, who was 
watching the maneuvers from the palace windows on the 
heights above. There were feasts and excursions and 
fetes for the Japanese officers, and there was entertain- 
ment even for the common sailors. Many Europeans 
Visited the vessels, remarked on the ship-shape appear- 
ance of everything aboard, were charmed by the gra- 





islands. 


cious manners of the Japs (among whom were some for- 


ty young midshipmen), and could not but note the alert, 
martial air that pertained to the whole establishment. 

It was a strange sight, those two men-of-war from a 
far off land that is just awakening from the sleep of 
centuries lying in the inland harbor of a country yet 
somnolent and ambitionless. It was a pathetic errand 
on which they had come, and yet one which was termi- 
nated with compliments, congratulations and feasting. 

For some two months the flag of the Sun rays floated 
there in odd conirast with the symbols of the Cres- 
cent displayed on every side about. Then one day in re- 
sponse to sharp orders on board both boats the steam 
windlasses began to rattle in the anchor chains, and with 
a parting salute to the Sultan and the Crescent the two 
trim corvettes, bearing off between them almost a thou- 
sand subjects of the Mikado—quite a little segment of 
the kingdom of Japan—disappeared around the Seraglio 
Point and were seen by Turk and Christian no more. 
As the diplomats say, “the incident was closed,” and 
thus was concluded the last chapter in the story of the 
Ertoghrul. 


Four Army retirements for age in the present month 
of May are now close at hand of officers who have excel- 
lent records of faithful and honorable service and who 
pass from the active to the retired list with the best of 
wishes for their future happiness and comfort. Theyare: 
Col. David Stewart Gordon, 6th Cay., retired May 23; 
Col. Daingerfield Parker, 18th Inf., also on May 23; 
Col. Henry Clay Wood, Adjutant General’s Department, 
May 26, and Capt. James Ulio, 24 Inf., May 29. Col. 
Gordon, after a short service in 1861 in the Frontier 
Guards, organized for the defense of Washington, was 
appointed a 2d Lieutenant of the 2d U. S. Cav. and 
served in the field during the war with ability and gal- 
lantry. He was a prisoner of war in Southern prisons 
for some time and received a brevet for gallantry at 
Gettysburg. Since the war his service as Major and 
Lieutenant Colonel, 2d Cav., and Colonel, 6th Cav., his 
services on the frontier and in many responsible posi- 
tions, have been most efficient and arduous, and he re- 
ceived the brevet of Lieutenant Colonel for gallantry in 
action against Indians at Miners’ Delight, Wyo., May 4, 
1870. Col. Parker. when the war broke out, was ap- 
pointed, April 26, 1861, 2d Lieutenant, 3d U. S. Inf., and 
served with gallantry and efficiency during the war, be- 
ing wounded at Gettysburg, for which he received the 
brevet of Major. Since the war his career has been one 
of active and arduous duty with credit to himself and 
the service. Col. Wood was appointed a 2d Lieutenant. 
1st Inf., in 1856, and in 1861 had attained the grade of 
Captain. He served gallantly and faithfully during the 
war and received a medal of honor for distinguished gal- 
lantry in the battle of Wilson’s Creek, Missouri. Aug. 
10, 1861, where he was wounded. For this he also re- 
ceived the brevet of Lieutenant Colonel. He was ap- 
pointed to the Adjutant General’s department in 1864 
and for his services in that Department received the bre- 
vet of Colonel at the close of the war. Capt. Ulio served 
in the 9th Inf. before the war, and during the war as an 
officer of California Infantry, receiving the brevet of 
Major. In 1868 he joined the 16th Inf. and was soon 
appointed a commissioned officer. He has an excellent 
record of long and faithful service. 





Under the direction of Brig. Gen. D. W. Flagler, Chief 
of the Ordnance Corps, specifications for the forgings 
and advertisments have been prepared and completed 
and can be issued the day after the fortifications bill 
becomes a law. No time will be lost in making con- 
tracts for the armament provided for, so that the forg- 
ings can be delivered at as early a date as possible and 
the guns mounted in emplacements, which the Engineer 
Department is building and will, under the terms of 
this bill, continue. The Ordnance Department necessar- 
ily has to exercise haste in the matter, as the emplace- 
ments can be completed much earlier than the guns can 
be manufactured. There is much disappointment among 
officers of the military service generally, and the Ord- 
nance Corps particularly at the action of the Senate 
Committee on Appropriations in cutting out that feature 
of the House measure providing for the construction of 
16-inch guns. Gen. Flagler had prepared advertisements 
for forgings for a type gun, and he hoped to have the 
weapon completed within three years. Then an exhaus- 
tive test of the piece would have been held, and the 
value of a weapon of this caliber would have been demon- 
strated. It is held by officers of the Ordnance Corps that 
there can be no doubt of the efficiency of such a weapon. 
The Appropriations Committee, however, regarded the 
time necessary to build the guns, it is said, as too long, 
and thought it would be wiser to appropriate for smaller 
guns. It is pointed out, however, that the Endicott 
scheme of fortifying the coasts of the United States, 
which is being followed by the War Department, con- 
templates the erection of thirty-six 16-inch guns, and that 
unless something is done now towards their construction 
it will be years before the plan is complete. It is esti- 
mated that under favorable conditions at least twelve 
years will be necessary in order to turn out this number 
of 16-inch guns. This would allow three years for the 
manufacture and test of a type gun, and the remainder 
for the construction of the others. New York and San 
Francisco are especially affected by the action of the 
committee in striking out the provision providing for the 
manufacture of 16-inch guns, for the reason that the 
Endicott scheme calls for the erection of eighteen 16-inch 
guns at New York and ten at San Francisco. Boston, 
Fort Wayne, Narragansett, and Key West are also 
to be supplied with 16-inch guns if the Endicott scheme 
finally obtains, and provision is made for weapons of 
this caliber. 


Lieut. Guiterrez Sobral, Naval Attaché of the Spanish 
Legation, has caused,a stir in diplomatic and military 
circles in Washington by contributing an article to a 
Spanish weekly, “Por Mar y Tierra” (By Land and 
Sea), showing the weak points in the defenses of the 
United States. Gen. Miles said to the “Journal” corre- 
spondent that the condition of this country was well 
known and that Lieut. Sobral’s knowledge was an illus- 
tration of the truth of this statement. Army officers 
generally, however, feel sure that any ships sent against 
the United States by Spain could be easily taken care of 
by Rear Adml. Bunce’s squadron, and ‘naval officers are 
equally confident. Lieut. Sobral considers the North 
American squadron reduced in strength and numbers by 
reason of the fact that it has to guard 4,000 miles of 
practically defenseless coast. “The establishments for 
the construction of guns,” he says, “have not given alto- 
gether satisfactory results.’ Referring to the lack of de- 
fenses of the coast, Lieut. Sobral says: “Boston, New 
York and San Francisco are the only ports where any 
modern guns are mounted. But neither in number nor 
caliber can they completely defend those populous cities, 
The guns of modern cruisers could completely reduce 
Boston. If a squadron has difficulty in entering New 
York Harbor by way of Sandy Hook it can easily get in 
by way of Long Island Sound. Access to ships under 
construction at Philadelphia is easy.’ In corroboration 
of these assertions is cited this declaration of Gen. 
Miles: “As for defense, Savannah has none. Old for- 
tifications, half destroyed, are located there, and these 
are valueless for defense. Mobile and Galveston are in 
the same condition. Nothing has been done at Portland. 
It is said that we have torpedoes, which is true, but 
they alone are not sufficient. Ships can approach near 
enough to cities to bombard them. A ship presents a 
very small target, while a city offers a very large one. 
Artillery officers recognize that, although Boston is de- 
fended by mortars, the city could be bombarded with 10- 
inch guns in sufficient numbers” Referring to the lack 
of fortifications on the Pacific coast, Lieut. Sobral 
speaks of its defenseless condition by citing the opinion 
of Senator Wilson, of Washington, who states that Eng- 
land could take possession of Puget Sound and the coal- 
ing station built in the Straits of San Juan del Fuca 
without trouble. But Spain is not England. And what 
England would find it difficult to do, even in our present 
condition, Spain could not do at all. 


In the House of Representatives, March 31, Mr. Ma- 
hany introduced the following biil (H. R. 7,775), which 
was referred to the Committee on Railways and Canals 
und ordered to be printed: “Be it enacted by the Senate 
and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America, in Congress assembled, that the Secretary of 
War be, and he hereby is, directed to enter into neces- 
sary contracts to widen the locks in the Erie Canal, 
State of New York, in order to permit the passage of 
modern torpedo boats and other vessels of war of similar 
dimensions to the end of protecting the lake cities in 
case of war; and that for this purpose there be appro- 
priated, out of moneys in the Treasury not otherwise ap- 
propriated, the sum of two million dollars.” 

This is a very important measure and we are glad to 
learn that the Chief of Engineers has referred a copy of 
the bill to Maj. Thos. W. Symons, C. E., who is in 
charge of the improvements of the harbors at Erie, Pa.: 
Buffalo and Dunkirk, N. Y.; Tonawanda and Niagara 
Falls, N. Y. Maj. Symons is requested to examine, into 
the subject and make report prior to Dec. 1 next on the 
practicability and probable cost of the proposed enter- 
prise. It is expected that Maj. Symons’ conclusions will 
be used by the Committee on Railways and Canals of 
the House of Representatives for a report upon the bill. 


Of the twenty-six members of the class of 1858, United 
States Military Academy, who were in the Army at the 
outbreak of our Civil War, twelve, or nearly one-half 
resigned, and eleven of these “joined in the Rebellion of 
1861-66 against the United States,” according to Cullum’s 
Register. Four of the five who graduated as engineers 
went out. This unusually large proportion of seceders 
suggests the inquiry as to how far this class were influ- 
enced by the fact that during their five years’ course 
the academy was under Southern influences. The Su- 
perintendent, when they were plebes, was Robert B. Lee, 
and the commandants of the cadets during their five 
years were Garnett, W. H. T. Walker, of Georgia, and 
Hardie. all subsequently officers of the Confederacy. Of 
the members of the class of 1858 who resigned, three 
were appointed at large, one from Mississippi, one from 
Tennessee, one from Alabama, one from South Carolina, 
two from Georgia, two from North Carolina, and one 
from Maryland. 


After careful examination the President has approved 
the report of the naval board appointed to prepare a code 
of uniform punishments for naval offenses, and here- 
after the Navy will enjoy, with the Army, the advan- 
tages of uniformity in the sentences that may be imposed 
by courts martial for similar offenses. The new code 
will be published in gepveral orders in the course of a few 
days. 

The artillery troops on the Atlantic, Pacific and Gulf 
Coasts are now engaged in heavy gun practice and never 
before has there been so much energy and perseverance 
shown in qualifying all our artillery men as gunners. 
We have the men, and are by degrees getting the ma- 
terial.

According to a recent return $4,770,000,000 worth of 
goods are carried by the British merchant service every 
year.

The German Reichstag has passed a resolution grant- 
ing the government credit of 2,000,000 marks for the 
purpose of adding 420 men to the military force in Ger- 
man Southwest Africa. 


In addition to the two infantry regiments ordered from 
India to Suakim for garrison duty, a regiment of cavalry, 
a mountain battery, and a detachment of engineers will 
proceed as soon as possible to Africa. 


A train loaded with troops destined for the island of 
Madagasear ran into another train a few days ago be- 
tween Adelia and Vesoulbe-Iman. Five officers were 
killed and three officers, thirty soldiers, and the crew of 
the train were injured. 


Ranks that correspond to one another in the Egyptian 
and English Armies respectively, now forming the expe- 
lition up the Nile are: Sirdar (Commander-in-Chief), 
Farik (Lieutenant General), Lewa (Major General), Mi- 
ralai (Colonel), Kaimakam (Lieutenant Colonel), Bim- 
bashi (Major), Yuzbashi (Captain), Mulazim awal (Lieu- 
tenant), Mulazim tani (2d Lieutenant). 


A correspondent says: “It seems to me that Comdr. 
Miller’s suggestion of enlisting unemployed sailors for 
the winter months is extremely good. There must be 
thousands of New England fishermen who could get 
three or four months’ naval drill every year, and they 
would be invaluable immediately upon the breaking out 
of hostilities.” 


A large number of applications from civilian prac- 
titioners is being received by Surg. Gen. Sternberg ask- 
ing permission to be examined for appointment to the 
Medical Corps of the Army. To all of these applicants 
Gen. Sternberg has replied informing them that a class 
will be examined in October next and that they will be 
ordered before it. At present there are three vacancies 
in the Medical Corps and one will occur by age retire- 
ment in November next. 


The new rifle issued to a division of the Italian Army 
for trial has a 0.256-inch bore, and the bullet is made of 
lead hardened with antimony and covered with German 
silver. It will go through three feet of solid brickwork 
at a distance of a quarter of a mile. The magazine holds 
six cartridges only, but can be filled and discharged four 
times a minute, which means twenty-four shots. On the 
rifle is a folding sight, which can be set to any distance 
up to 2,200 yards. The trajectory is almost point-blank 
up to GOO yards. 

The un-English names of the several companies pre- 
sided over by the late Col. North indicate the size of his 
fortune. Of nitrate companies there were the Pocha 
and Jazpanpa, the Colorado, Lagunas, Liverpool and 
the Primitiva; the Aruco company, Bank of Tarapoca 
and London, Lagunas Syndicate, Nitrate Railway Com- 
pany, North’s Navigation Collieries, Port Talbot Rail- 
road and Docks Company, Ripanzi Quicksilver and Silver 
Mines. Col. North was honorary Colonel of the Tower 
Hamlets Volunteer Engineers. 





In connection with the drills and exercises now carried 
on in the Department of the Colorado, a correspondent 
writes that the “physical drill with arms,” introduced by 
Adml. Beardslee for use with the Pacific Squadron, and 
adopted by the command at Whipple Barracks, A. T., is 
a great success. It is popular with the men as also with 
the citizens of the surrounding country, to whom the 
methodical movements in connection with the music of 
the band forms a charming combination. At least this 
was the opinion of the visiting Knights of Pythias to 
Prescott, a short time ago. 


Papier maché bullets for blank cartridges for Army 
use have not given satisfaction. Reports from com- 
pany commanders state that when the bullets are dr 
excellent results are secured, When saturated with 
moisture ft does not give the satisfaction that the author- 
ities desire. Gen. Flagler has instructed the ordnance 
experts at the Springfield arsenal to continue their efforts 
looking to finding a coating for the papier maché bullet 
which will render it impervious to water. Such a bullet 
is cheap and if serviceable will be of considerable advan- 
tage to the Army in the matter of its employment. 


Del P. Wilde, who, as a trooper of the 8th Cavalry, 
made so much trouble a few years ago, turned up re- 
cently in the guise of “Dave Welch,” who enlisted March 
7, 1806, at Jefferson Barracks, and was dishonorably dis- 
charged April 30, 1896. Though he could have been 
tried for frandulent enlistment, it was thought best, so 
soon as his identity was discovered, to get rid of him 
with the least possible trouble. This is the second time 
he has tried to enter the Army under that name, having 
enlisted Jan. 13, 1892, and been dishonorably discharged 
a month later. He enlisted twice as David P. Ward, 
April 4, 1885, and Nov. 29, 1887, and was discharged 
for disability in a short time. He enlisted as Del P. 
Wilde, Feb, 18, 1888, in Troop F, 8th Cavalry; dishonora- 
bly discharged by sentence of court martial May 10, 1890. 

There are now nine vacancies in the line of the Army 
for this year’s West Point graduating class. There is 
one more prospective by reason of the coming retirement 
of 2d Lieut. Charles G. Lyman, 2d Cav., who has been 
ordered to his home to await his promotion, when he will 
be transferred to the retired list. A board of officers will 
also conyene at the Government Hospital for the Insane 
near Washington for the examination with a view to re- 
tirement of Capt. Q. O'M. Gillmore, 8th Cavy., who is 
under treatment there. The only departments thus far 
heard from with reference to the Department’s circular 
letter to department commanders directing them to re- 
port such officers under their command as they consid- 
ered fit subjects for retirement are the Departments of 
the East and Texas. 


Secretary Lamont has directed that a battery of the 3d 
Art. go to Gettysburg to fire salute on Memorial Day. 
The War Department has received a report from Gen. 
Wheaton stating that 2d Lieut. N. K. Averill, 7th Cav., 
with twelve men, had a fight with renegade Apaches on 
May 8, near Cloverdale, killing two and capturing one 
child, their stores, ete. None of Lieut. Averill’s force 
was injured. The cases of the enlisted men who passed 
their examinations for commissions have been submitted 
to Gen. Miles for his action. The circular in regard to 
insignia for the Pay Corps will prescribe that the size 
of the diamond design adopted shall be three-quarters of 
an inch by one inch, design to be worn diagonally. For 


undress coat device the badge shall be of gold, or gold or 
gilt metal; for dress Dp neve of silver or silver metal 
and worn on collar and epaulettes. 


A sensational rumor was in circulation on Sunday last 
stating that orders had been issued to the commandant of 
the New York Navy Yard instructing him not to ship fur- 
ther supplies to the vessels of the European squadron. 
This was interpreted to mean that the vessels composing 
the squadron were to return home for use against Spain. 
It was authoritatively denied that any orders have been 
issued, or contemplated, directing the return of these ves- 
sels. No orders had been issued suspending the ship- 
ments of arugiinn to the European station for the New 
Yark Navy Yard, as stated. It is supposed that the 
rumor had its origin in the consideration which the 
Department has been giving to the question of bringing 
home the Olympia from China. Affairs are so quiet on 
the Asiatic station that even without the Olympia and 
Charleston the force on that station would be sufficient 
to protect American interests, especially as it has been 
reported that all danger of conflict between Russia and 
Japan over Korea has disappeared. 


The “Admiralty and Horse Guards Gazette,” summing 
up the situation in Africa, prophesies: First, President 
Ixriiger will not come to England; second, that he will 
demand what we cannot give; third, that he will not 
grant any concessions; fourth, that he will resist to the 
utmost any attempt to wrest them by force. This is the 
whole thing in a nutshell, and we fail to see how any 
diplomacy can make any difference, and we have come 
to the conclusion that it has now become a soldier’s ques- 
tion rather than a diplomat’s, and Mr. Chamberlain must 
choose between acknowledging that the worthy Kriiger 
has bested him, or he must back up his demands by a 
display of force, and we hope that no fear of a third 
disgrace to our arms is deterring us from our historical 
rule of biting as well as barking. Perhaps we may be 
thought premature in discussing the fighting pecoeete, 
but it is quite clear to us that, unless the Boer does what 
we plainly see he won’t, an appeal to force of arms is 
inevitable. Dealing in a lecture with “The Incidents of 
Bush Warfare.” Ma’j. Connor, R. E., dwelt upon the 
fact that every force since the Crimea, with only three 
exceptions, in which British troops have been engaged, 
Was against undrilled barbarians. They will have a 
different foe to deal with in the Dutch Boers. 





The new Royal Victorian Order is the third 
order of Knighthood created by Queen Victoria, 
the other two being the Most Exalted Order of 


the Star of India, established in 1861, and the Royal 
Order of Victoria and Albert, instituted in 1866, 
and intended for ladies only. The orders of the 
Bath and of St. Michael and St. George have been 
enlarged. The other marks of distinction established 
during the present reign are the Victoria Cross, 1856; 
the Albert Medal, 1866. In 1878 two orders of distine- 
tion were created, the Imperial Order of the Crown of 
India, limited to the Queen and her female relatives, native 
Indian Princesses, the wife and female relatives of the 
Governor-Generals, the Governors of Presidencies, and 
the Secretary of State for India; and the Most Eminent Or- 
der of the Indian Empire, commemorating the proclama- 
tion of the Queen as Empress of India. In 1883 the 
Royal Red Cross was established, and in 1886 the Dis- 
tinguished Service Order (D. 8S. O.) to reward distin- 
guished services in war. In 1892 it was decreed that vol- 
unteer officers of long-established service should be 
specially rewarded, and the “Volunteer Officers’ Decora- 
tion” was duly instituted. 








“Town Topics” says: “Proverbially the sea is the 
most conservative of places and the sailor the most con- 
servative of men, and the instances of any improvement 
in the mechanism with which he has to deal proceeding 
from the brain professional are scarce as are the teeth of 
the hen. Soaked with his time-honored barnacle conser- 
vatism is the controversy of the line and the staff of the 
Navy. When ships of war first were, the fighting con- 
tingent looked down on the mariner. When tentative 
steam came in as an auxiliary to the bellying sail, the 
people who managed the former were considered as unfit 
associates for the directors of the latter; but now, when 
the soul of the ship. it may be, is in the conning tower, 
but her muscles are certainly in the engine room and 
stoke hole, it is time that these absurdities should cease 
to exist. There are in a ship like the New York some 
fifty miles of pipes—enough to reach from here to West 
Point—and some 700 valves, and in connection with 
these are wellnight 200 engines and pumps, all of which 
have to be under careful supervision and are sit- 
uated in a difficult and superheated localities so that a 
few months of duty wilts the strongest man, and tends to 
make of the Engineer Corps a skeleton battalion. Now, 
all this matter could be easily settled by having only 
one corps of officers having the same education and on 
a cruise alternating in rotation between the deck and the 
fireroom. There is no reason why an executive officer 
should not serve part of the cruise as a chief engineer, 
or why a man should not be a chief engineer before 
reaching command rank, Certain it is that if the com- 
mander has learned his full duty he will be as familiar 
with the stoke hole as with the bridge. By adopting 
some such system the existing unseemly squabbles would 
be done away with. 


Gen. Batchelder, Q. M. Gen. of the Army, left Wash- 
ington the early part of the week on an inspection trip 
which will include the posts on the Pacific coast and 
some of the stations en route. It is expected that Gen. 
Batchelder will return in ample time for his retirement 
in Washington. Col. Chas. G. Sawtelle is being strongly 
backed for his position. As an indication of the manner 
in which his friends are working for him a pamphlet 
containing copies and extracts from letters, indorsements 
and official reports on file at the War Department re- 
garding the military services of this officer is being dis- 
tributed in quarters where it will do the most good. Maj. 
Gen. P. H. Sheridan was an ardent admirer of Col. 
Sawtelle and it was upon his request that the brevet 
grade of Brigadier General was conferred upon Col. 
Sawtelle. This recommendation was approved by Gen. 
Grant. Maj. Gen. Ed. R. S. Canby, in a letter to Maj. 
Gen. M. C. Meigs, Q. M. Gen., referred to Col. Sawtelle 
as one of two officers of the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment who had perfectly earned by their services an of- 
ficial acknowledgment of their value. Gen. Sheridan 
made hearty indorsement of the application of Capt. 
Sawtelle for promotion to the grade of Major on Oct. 3, 
1866, as did Gen. Canby. Maj. Gen. Hancock added to 
these commendations a tribute of high character and 
Gen. Schofield did likewise. There are other communi- 
cations included in the pamphlet, all of which bear testi- 
mony to the valuable services which this officer has ren- 
dered. The President and Secretary Lamont have not 
yet officially taken up the question of appointing a suc- 
cessor to Gen. Batchelder nor are they expected to do so 
until shortly before the retirement actually occurs. There 
is naturally a good deal of gossip in circulation at the 
Department. however, and in this gossip Col. Sawtelle 
is mentioned as the officer most likely to secure the ap- 
pointment. 


THE BATTLESHIP OREGON. 


Since the receipt of Rear Adml. Beardslee’s telegram 
a few days ago announcing the s of the battleship 
Oregon on her official trip as 16.78 knots per hour, sub. 
ject to tidal corrections, officers on duty at the Nayy 

epartment have been comparing the ~My of this shi; 
with that made by vessels of the battleship class abroad 
While an official statement was obtained concerning the 
highest speed made by any of the battleships of the 
leading naval nations of Europe, which does not show 
that the Oregon has ten the world’s record in the 
matter of speed, it does show that, taking ali things jp 
consideration, she is sg to the best of her class afloat, 
and by many is regarded as superior. The crack battle. 
ship in the way of speed is the Sardegna, of the Italian 
Navy. This vessel is larger than the Oregon, being of 
13,500 tons displacement. The figures officially reported 
show during a sea trial she made a speed of 20.2 knots 
per hour. The Sardegna is a very powerful ship, carry. 
ing a main battery consisting of four 13.5-inch guns, 
eight 6-inch guns, and sixteen 4.72-inch guns. Great 
Britain claims that her Navy possessesa battleship secon 
to the Sardegna in point of speed. This vessel is the 
Renown, which during a run of one hour made a speed of 
19.25 knots. On a three hours’ run her record was 
18.75 knots per hour. These figures, however, are unre. 
liable, for the reason that they were obtained by means 
of the patent log. Measurements by this system are 
notoriously unsatisfactory, and the English officers 
complain that as a result of its use they are unable to 
know definitely what the exact speed of their vessels js, 
During the speed trial of the yy screw cruiser Colum- 
bia the patent log registered 24.34 knots per hour, while 
the actual speed was found to be 22.81 knots. As ap- 
other illustration he referred to the trials of the battle. 
ships Hood and Empress of India of 13,500 and 
13,210 tons displacement respectively. The horsepower 
developed on their trials was almost the same, being 
11,625 and 11,315. Yet the speed registered by the 
patent log used was 16.9 knots and 18 knots an hour, 
Consequently it is practically impossible to say what the 
speed of the English battleships is. 

Germany has her battleship, Worth, which was tried 
over the’ measured mile and obtained a speed of 182 
knots, although she is generally credited with having 
a speed of only 16.6 knots. France has her Brennus, 
which, as the result of a four hours’ run at sea over a 
measured course, gave a speed of 17.3 knots. Russia 
claims 17 knots for her Sevastopol, although the official 
record places the speed of that vessel at 16.6 knots per 
hour, made in a rough sea. Spain’s battleship, the 
Pelayo, which has a displacement of 9,902 tons, has a 
speed of 16.7 knots made on a measured mile course. 
The Pelayo is greatly inferior to the Oregon and the 
vessels of her type. Her main battery consists of two 
12.6-inch guns, two 11-inch guns, and twelve 4.72-inch 
guns, while that of the Oregon consists of four 13-inch 
guns, eight 8-inch guns, and four 6-inch guns.

GALLANT ACTION OF AMERICAN SAILORS. 


The gallant work of American bluejackets on_ the 
Asiatic station in rescuing survivors in a collision be 
tween the coasting steamers New Chwang and Orowo, 
on the morning of April 30, at Woosung, is related in 
further detail in letters received at Vancouver, B. C. 
May 20. The account of the disaster goes on to say: 
“Above the steamers, in Woosung, lay the United 
States warships. The first intimation of the accident 
to the other vessels came from the Yorktown. Her sew 
tries, hearing the cries of distress, quickly flashed the 
signal to the flagship that a large junk had capsized or 
sunk. In a short time boats were manned and were 
away, while the rails were manned by seamen wit) 
coils of rope, which were thrown in every direction. It 
was quick work, this fishing for human lives, for the cur 
rent was running like a mill race, and nobly did the men 
do their duty under the steady commands of their off- 
cers. Forty-eight persons were saved by the Olympia. 
one boat returning with fifteen dazed and half drownel 
wretches, besides her crew. Dozen of men had rope 
thrown right into their hands, but they were too weak. 
apathetic or terrified to hold on. As soon as the currett 
brought the slightest strain upon them they would let 2 
and sink. For a few minutes the river seemed alive wit! 
struggling humanity, but the current soon swept scores 
away, and in a quarter of an hour all was still on the 
river. The New Chwang lowered two boats, but ther 
encountered no one, neither did the boats from the De 
troit, so swiftly were the bodies swept away from them 
and toward the other ships. Eight persons were save 
by the Yorktown’s boat and four by the Boston’s cre¥ 
Only seventy-eight persons were rescued. The drownel 
number 292. More than one hundred bodies were place 
on the river bank for identification the next morning 
On board the ships everything was done for the comfort 
of the survivors.’

RECENT DEATHS. 


Rear Adml. Thomas H. Stevens, U. 8S. N., who died 
May 15, at Rockville, Md., entered the Navy in 1836. 
and when the war broke out was a Lieutenant. He 
commanded the steam gunboat Ottawa during 1861-62, 
participated in the engagement with the rebel fleet in the 
Mississippi River on Noy. 4, 1861, and in the engage- 
ment with Forts Beauregard and Walker on Nov. 5, 
1861. He was in command of the first expedition up the 
St. John’s River, which captured Forts Steele and Finne- 
gan, and the towns of Mayport, Jacksonville, Magnolia 
and Pulaski; also the famous yacht America, which had 

ntered the St. John’s River as a blockade runner. He 
was promoted Commander July 16, 1862, and commanded 
the Maratanza and Sonoma, in which vessels he captured 
several Confederate steamers and blockade runners. 
While commanding the monitor Patapsco he took part in 
the attack on the Charleston batteries. He commanded 
the monitor Winnebago in the operations off Mobile un- 
der Adml. Farragut, and the steam sloop Oneida in the 
Western Gulf blockading squadron, 1863-65. For im- 
portant and effective duty done during this command he 
received numerous testimonials from commanding and 
brother officers. Among them is one from the late Rear 
Adml. 8. F. Du Pont, saying: “I cannot permit you to 
leave the South Atlantic blockading squadron without 
expressing my regret at your withdrawal from my squad- 

ron, having ever found you prompt, energetic, skillful 
and brave in all the duties pertaining to your command, 


Your operations on the St. John’s River, as senior officer 
of the naval forces which took possession of those waters, 
were attended by circumstances requiring judgment and 
discretion, both of w hich you exhibited in a manner high- 
ly satisfactory to me.’ ie attained the grade of Rear

NEW NAVAL VESSELS. 


Chief Naval iene Hichborn has gotten out his usual 
monthly statement showing the progress of work on 
vessels under construction. The Massachusetts heads 
the list with 99 per cent. completed, which means that 
she is ready to go to sea to-morrow if her men and stores 
are on board. The Oregon is placed at 98 per cent., 
the remaining two per cent. including a number of finish- 
ing touches yet to be given to her, such as painting a 
door, putting hinges on the doors, ete. The Puritan is 
95 per cent. completed. The Brooklyn is 80 per cent., 
which means that she will be ready for reception by the 
Government in the fall. The Newport News Shipbuild- 
ing Company is pushing the work on the Nashville, Wil- 
mington and Delaware. These ships are given a per- 
centage of completion between 78% and 79. They will 
be ready early in the winter. Torpedo boats Nos. 3, 4 
and 5, under construction at the Columbian Iron Works, 
are 38 per cent. along toward completion, and torpedo 
boat No. 8, being built on the Pacific coast, is 8 per 
cent. completed. The submarine torpedo boat is 27 per 
cent. completed. Gunboats Nos. 11 and 12, under con- 
struction at the Bath Iron Works, are 11 per cent. com- 
pleted, and gunboats Nos, 14 and 15, being constructed 
by the Union Iron Works, are 8 per cent completed. The 
submarine torpedo boat is 27 per cent. completed, and 
ought to be ready for launching this summer. 

The battleships Kearsarge and Kentucky are not given 
any percentage on the list, for the reason that there has 
been no advance that could properly be credited to con- 
struction, although all the details have been completed 
for the work to be pushed. Gunboats Nos. 10 and 13 
are in the same state as the Kearsarge and her sister 
ship. 

The Board of Inspection and Survey has made a very 
flattering report on the battleship Massachusetts. It ap- 
pears from the report that the time required for the 
Massachusetts to make the run of 31 knots over the 
Cape Ann course, in a northerly direction, was 1 hour 
55 minutes and 58.97 seconds. On the return run over 
the course the time occupied was 1 hour 54 minutes and 
24.47 seconds. The time occupied in making the total 
run of 62 knots was consequently 3 hours 50 minutes 
and 23.44 seconds. The total corrections applied to the 
trial course made the distance through the water 
62.23571 knots, and the true mean speed of the battleship 
at 16.2079 knots per hour. “At the end of the return run,” 
says the report. “the helm was put hard over both ways 
before the speed was materially reduced. The steering 
gear worked well, except as to the time of putting the 
helm over, which was. from hard a port to hard a star- 
board, 29 seconds.” The board submitted these conclu-- 
sions: That the vessel is sufficiently strong to carry 
her armor and armament, equipment, coal, stores and 
machinery. That the vessel, including hull, fittings, ma- 
chinery, engines, boilers and appurtenances, etc., is 
strong and well built. That the machinery worked 
well, and its performance was in all respects satisfactory. 
The total weight of machinery is 896.39 tons, which is 
21.39 tons in excess of the contract requirement. The 
board also states that the vessel is complete in all re- 
spects, with the exception of some wor which is of 
minor character, and which it points out in detail. “So 
far as the board had an opportunity of forming an 
opinion,” the report continues, “the seaworthiness and 
general efficiency of the battleship Massachusetts are 
excellent. Her steering qualities in smooth water were 
tested, and leave nothing to be desired, except as to the 
time of putting the helm over.’ The Department has 
mailed to the Cramps a statement of the work yet to 





be finished, with instructions to push it as rapidly as 
possible, as the Department desires Ss nee e ba 
ship in commission as early as 

Included in the report of the Roane rd of Inspection and 
Survey is a report made by Lieut. Comdr. Seaton Shroe- 
der. This report deals essentially with the ordnance feat- 
ures of the vessel. It states that the after turrets were 
turned while the ship was ‘rolling six degrees on each 
side in the time noted, as follows: 13-inch turret, 38 sec- 
onds; starboard after 8-inch turret, 11 seconds; port after 
&. inch, 18 seconds. The 13-inch turret turned "noticeably 
faster when oing with the roll and noticeably slower 
against the roll, but not to such an extent as to give any 
impression that the power would not be sufficient for a 
much heavier roll; there was no slipping of the friction 
clutch. ‘The 8-inch turrets were apparently not affected 
in their motion by the roll. Lieut. Comdr. Shroeder 
states that as at present stowed the stream anchors 
would possibly be torn from lashings when firing the 
after 13-inch guns with extreme train forward; there is 
also no means of handling them. From the after search- 
light control stands the light beams cannot be seen strik- 
ing the water when thrown more than four points for- 
ward of the beam. The neighboring 6-pdrs. and their 
crew will also seriously interfere with efficient service of 
these controllers. The best place for them would be on 
brackets outside the railing of the check compass plat- 
forms aft, from whence a good all around view could be 
obtained. The forward 8-inch turrets cut off the field 
view from the conning tower. If one peep hole on each 
side were cut in the conning tower above the present 
ones the horizon could be seen over those turrets through 
an are of about 25 degrees farther aft on each side. At 
the speed between 12 and 13 knots, which causes the 
maximum vibration, the 13-inch guns of the Massachu- 
setts did not vibrate in their mounts as did those of the 
Indiana. The signal topmast vibrates at times so badly 
as to endanger the truck light. ‘The Massachusetts is a 
fine ship,”’ the report concludes. “She rolls very little ex- 
cept with the swell well aft, and under those circum- 
stances her motion is naturally easy and regular. In 
shoal water, even when going slow, she squats some two 
feet. She turns readily with helm or screws and can be 
safely handled in narrow waters. A helmsman not ac- 
customed to a ship so broad and with such heavy ends is 
apt to have difficulty in steering a straight course; but 
in experienced hands she can be and has been steered 
very well in deep water.”

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TO ESTABLISH A COUNCIL OF ORDNANCE. 


The following bill (H. R. 8,854) was introduced in the 
House of Representatives by Mr. Milliken, May 11, and 
referred to the Military Committee: That there shall be 
established a body to be known and designated as the 
council of ordnance, which shall consist of seven mem- 
pers, who shall be appointed by the President, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, one of whom 
shall be designated to perform the duties of chairman 
of the council. They shall hold their offices during good 
pehavior, or until the expiration of their terms of office, 
as hereinafter provided. Two members of the council 
shall be officers of the Army, taken from the Corps of 
Engineers and the Ordnance Department; two of them 
shall be officers of the Navy, and three shall be civilians. 
They shall be selected with reference solely to their 
character, experience, and acquaintance with the prin- 
ciples of mechanics, metallurgy, and chemistry as appli- 
cable to questions of ordnance and gunnery. The mili- 
tary and naval officers appointed to membership of the 
council shall not be charged with any other official duties 
during the continuance of their membership. 

The term of office of four members of the council, to 
be selected by lot, shall be four years; the term of office 
of the three remaining members, and of the successors of 
those whose terms of office sholl expire, shall be three 
years, but all shall be eligible for immediate reappoint- 
ment. Vacancies occurring by reason of death or other- 
wise shall be filled by appointment for the remainders of 
uncxpired terms. Five members shall constitute a 
quorum. The said council shall have power to establish 
rules for its government and the regulation of proceed- 
ings therein, and to select and employ a chief clerk, an 
gssistant and a messenger, if deemed necessary; Pro- 
vided, however, That no person shall be a member of 
the council, or attached thereto, who shall have any 
pecuniary interest, directly or indirectly, in any device, 
uvention, or contract relating to the construction or use 
of ordnance or ammunition. R 

The salaries of the civilian members of the council 
shall be $6,000 per annum; of the chief clerk, $2,000; of 
the assistant clerk, $1,200; and of the messenger, 
per annum, payable quarterly out of the Treasury. Offi- 
cers of the Navy, while members of the council, shall 
receive sea pay. ; 

it shall be the duty of the council of ordnance to con- 
duct, in a judicial manner, with such hearings on ques- 
tions of debate as they may think proper, and under such 
limitations as they may prescribe, an examination into 

| such matters relating to the fabrication and use of 
rdnance, projectiles, and explosives, and to inventions 
and experiments relative thereto, as may from time to 
time be assigned to the consideration of the council by 
Act of Congress or by the Secretary of War or the Sec- 
etary of the Navy, and to report the conclusions of the 
council thereon, together with a statement of their rea- 

s therefor, with definite recommendations of action in 
respect to the matters assigned to its consideration. 

In furtherance of these duties the said council is au- 
thorized to call for any information relating to the sub- 
ject under examination which may be in the possession 
of any Department of the Government, and to take the 
testimony, orally or otherwise, of any person who may 
contribute to the information of the council. The scope 
f examination herein required shall be such as in the 
opinion of the council shall best lead to practical results. 

Witnesses not in the service or employment of the 
Goveriment shall receive such fees or compensation as 
the council may think proper, to be paid from the con- 
tingent fund hereinafter provided for. : 
iixeept by special provision of Congressional enact- 
ment, the conclusions of the council shall be advisory 
only, and shall not control or abridge the authority vested 
in the Departments of War or the Navy. , 5 

[he said council shall keep an accurate journal of its 
proceedings, which shall include an abstract of discus- 
sions and testimony taken, together with a record of its 
conclusions and recommendations, a copy of which shall 

transmitted annually to the Secretary of War for 
submission to Congress at the beginning of each ‘session. 
If, in the opinion of the council, any portion of its journal 


should be withheld from publication, such portion shall 
he designated by the council at the time of its trans- 
mission, 


Before any money now or hereafter appropriated for 
the fabrication or use of ordnance, projectiles, or ex- 
plosives, or for experiments relative thereto, shall be 
expended or contracted to be expended, except in fulfill- 
ment of obligations existing at the time of the passage of 
this Aet, the particular systems or methods of fabrica- 

i, use, or experiment shall be submitted to the council 

ordnance, together with such information as the De- 
partment concerned may desire to present, and the said 
council shall, as in this Act hereinbefore provided, ex- 
imine into the subject submitted, and report its con- 
clusions and recommendations to the Department con- 
cerned, 

l'rom and after the 30th of June, 1896, the duties here- 
tofore assigned to the Board of Ordnance and Fortifica- 
tions shall be, and are hereby, transferred to the council 
of ordnance, and the Board aforesaid shall be dissolved. 
It shall be the duty of the Secretary of War to assign 

he council of ordnance suitable rooms for the trans- 
ction of its business. The sum of $30,000, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated for 
the contingent and traveling expenses of said council, 
und for the salaries of its civilian members.

BILLS INTRODUCED IN CONGRESS. 


S. 3,009—Mr. McMillan: Increase the pension of the 
widow of the late George W. Yates, 7th U. 8S. Cav., to 

60 per month. 

S. 3,016—Mr. Mitchell: To retire Col. George H. Men- 
dell, U. S. A., on the retired list, with the pay and emolu- 
ments of a Brigadier General. 

. 3,1389—Mr. Cameron: That an Act approved Sep- 
tember 30, 1890, be amended so as to saat as follows: 
“That when an enlisted man has served thirt ears 
in the U. S. Army, Navy, or Marine Corps he shall, by 
making application to the President, be placed on the re- 
tired list with seventy-five per centum of his pay and al- 
lowances of the rank upon which he was retired: Pro- 
vided, That all active service in the U. 8. Army, Navy, 
or Marine Corps during time of war, insurrection, or 
rebellion shall be computed as double time in computing 
the thirty years necessary to entitle the applicant to be 
retired: Provided further, That all honorable service in 
the U. 8S. Army, Navy, and Marine Corps shall be com- 
puted as within the period necessary to entitle the appli- 
cant to retire under the provisions of this Act.” 

. R. 8,661—Mr. Miles: To restore Charles C. Kleck- 
ner, of Maryland, to the position of Passed Assistant 
Engineer in the United States Navy. 

H. R. 8,701—Mr. Bromwell: That Commo. William P. 
McCann, U. 8. N., be transferred from the retired list 
of Commodores to the retired list of Rear Admirals: 
Provided, That no increase of pay or arrearages shall be 
paid under this Act as a result of such change of grade. 

H 8,728—Mr. Kirkpatrick: That all laws of the 
United States limiting the time in which any officer, non- 
commissioned officer, soldier, sailor, or marine who served 
in the Armies of the United States in the War of the Re- 
bellion, or the widow or next of kin of any such, shall 
apply for pay, arrears of pay, bounty, commutation of ra-

H. R. 9,024—Mr. Curtis: That the Act entitled “An 
Act to promote the administration of justice in the 
Army,” approved October 1, 1890, be, and the same is 
hereby, amended so as to read a® follows: 

“That in time of peace every enlisted man who is to 
tried for an offense such as was prior to the passage of 
the Act ‘to promote the administration of justice in the 
Army,’ approved October 1, 1890, cognizable by a gar- 
rison or regimental court-martial shall, within twenty- 
four hours from the time of his arrest (unless he is to be 
tried before a general court-martial), be brought before 
a summary court, which shall consist of an officer desig- 
nated by the commanding officer of the post, station, or 
command, or by superior authority, as the summary court 
for such post, station, or command, and when such desig- 
nation shall be made by ony authority it shall super- 
sede all other; and such officer shall have power to ad- 
minister oaths and to hear and determine such cases, and 
when satisfied of the guilt of the accused adjudge the 
punishment to be inflicted, which said punishment shall 
not exceed confinement at hard labor for one month and 
forfeiture of one month’s pay, and, in the case of a non- 
commissioned officer, reduction to the ranks in addition 
thereto; that there shall be a summary court record book 
kept at each military post and in the field at the head- 
quarters of the command, in which shall be entered a re- 
cord of all cases heard and determined and the action 
had thereon; and no sentence adjudged by said summary 
court shall ve executed until it shall have been approved 
by the post or other commander: Provided, That when 
but one commissioned officer is nt with a command 
he shall hear and finally determine such cases: And pro- 
vided further, That non-commissioned officers shall not, 
if they object thereto, be brought to trial before summary 
courts without the authority of the officer competent to 
order their trial by general court-martial, but shall in 
such case be brought to trial before garrison, regimental, 
or general court-martial, as the case may be. Sec. 2. 
That the commanding officers authorized to approve the 
sentences of summary courts and superior authority shall 
have power to remit or mitigate the same. Sec. 3. That 
post and other commanders shall, on the last day of each 
montn, make a report to the Department headquarters 
of the number of cases determined by summary court 
during the month, setting forth the offenses committed 
and the penalties awarded, which report shall be filed in 
the office of the Judge Advocate of the Department and 
may be destroyed when no longer of use. . 4. That 
soldiers sentenced by court-martial to dishonorable dis- 
charge and confinement shall until discharged from such 
confinement remain subject to the Articles of War and 
other laws relating to the administration of military 
justice.” Sec. 2. hat this Act shall take effect sixty 
days after its passage.

A St. Louis paper says: On Sunday, when the troops 
had all assembled in the post mess hall for dinner, Gen. 
tuy V. Henry, the post commander, entered the hall 
and addressed the men in regard to their conduct toward 
visitors to the barracks and the restrictions that would 
be placed over the soldiers. In this connection the gen- 
eral said that he wanted his men to appreciate fully that 
among the visitors there would no doubt be a number of 
pevease who look upon the enlisted men as toughs and 
100dlums, but he hoped that the men under his command 
would so conduct themselves that no grounds for a com- 
plaint of ungentlemanly conduct could be had. In the 
carrying out of their military orders in cases where civil- 
ians committed an offense against the dignity of the 





post, he enjoined forbearance and civil treatment and 
cautioned them not to be rough and uncouth in their 
manner when restraining the offending party. That it 
was a deplorable fact that the character of a soldier was 
placed at far too low an estimate in the minds of the 
average citizen, and he was very anxious to have the 
combined efforts of all the men to correct this impression.

R. F. F. asks if marching at double time and the com- 
mand, “Mark time—march!” be given, would it be neces- 
sary in order to move forward again at double time to 
command “Forward, double time—march!” or simply 
“Forward—march!” In my opinion the latter would be 
sufficient. Am I right? Answer.—Being at the double 
time, the same cadence would be maintained in the 
““Mark time!” Consequently the command, “Forward— 
march!” would continue the double time step forward, 
and is the proper command. To change the step the or- 
der would be, “Quick time—march!” 

V.—The testimony in the Reno Court of Inquiry into

LIEUT. asks: Par. 207—Marching in column of fours 

to form line (“Fours right—march!’) On which side 
should the guide be, right or left? have heard ofli- 
cers claim that it should be, “Fours right, guide right!” 

Which is 
right? Answer.—The movement stated indicates that 
the direct march forward is to be taken up immediately 
the fours unite in line. The guide should, therefore, be 
announced as the fours unite, and as it applies then to 
the company front it may be either right or left, at the 
discretion of the commanding officer. uring the wheel- 
ing of the fours the guide is without announcement on 
the marching flank. 
_ Q. writes: There seems to be a difference in opinion 
in regard to my question. Now, if a Colonel, a Major, a 
Captain, a Lieutenant and a Sergeant approach a senti- 
nel post at night and are challenged, which one advances 
to give the countersign? Answer.—It depends upon the 
answer to the challenge. If the party answer, “Friends 
with the countersign,” the eoatinel simply advances, 
“One with the countersign.” If the answer were “Col. 
A., Maj. B., Capt. C.,” etc., the sentinel would then ad- 
vance the senior officer. As matter of precedence be- 
tween the members of the party irrespective of the duty 
of the sentinel, if all have the countersign, the junior 
should secure the passage of the party just as the junior 
officer procures the admission of a number of officers, go- 
ing anywhere in company. 

REX asks: (1) What position does a sentry, armed 
with the new rifle, take when an officer approaches be- 
tween retreat and the hour prescribed for challenging? 
Please give number of paragraph, new rifle manual. (2) 
What position does No. 1 take at the approach of the 
new guard? Please give number of paragraph, new rifle 
manual, Answers.—(1) Present arms. See modification 
of manual of guard duty, par. 242, pages 35 and 36. (2) 
Port arms, par. 207, no modification. 

L. F. B. asks: Par. 228, “Manual of Guard Dity.” 
I understand it to mean that a sentinel, having chal- 
lenged an officer (at port arms, as per par. 207) does not 
then come to present arms if the ollicer advances to 
speak to him, but remains at port arms, and salutes only 
when the officer leaves him; that is, in such case the 
sentinel salutes only once. Am I right? Answer.—Your 
interpretation of par. 228 is justiied by the language 
used, which is, “Is spoken to he continues at port arms.” 
If it were intended that he should first salute he could 
not “continue” at the port. In this instance there is but 
one salute and that when the officer leaves. 


J. A. T.—The right guide does not verify the align- 
ment of the rear rank. He aligns it. This means that 
he looks down the line and cautions such men as are out 
of alignment to dress up or back, as the case requires. 
He does not move from his position. The manual of 
arms extends from page 25 to page 44, Drill Regula- 
tions, pars. 49 to 113, inclusive. 

J. B.—There is a 6-inch interval between men in line. 
The touch of elbow is no longer preserved. Distance be- 
tween ranks is 16 inches. The column of files being a 
double rank in line faced to the flank, the facing of the 
men reduces the distance by the difference between the 
22 inches (width) and 12 inches (depth) of a man or 5 
inches on either side, and the 16 inches between ranks 
then becomes the 6 inches interval between the men in 
column of files as faced. The 6-inch interval is preserved 
in column of fours the same as in line.

The prescription is consistent with the general scheme 
of formation in subdivisions, that of having the new for- 
mation well clear of the original line of march. Were 
the leading platoon to advance platoon distance only its 
left would be in the line of march of the following pla- 
toon. The 12 paces, therefore, are added, although the 
particular distance (12 paces) is arbitrary.

A NEW RANGE FINDER. 


A novel and simple range finder has just been receiv- 
ing attention at the hands of the War Department and 
of a board of officers which was assembled at the Wash- 
ington arsenal. This range finder was suggested by 1st 
Lieut. G. W. Read, Q. M. 5th Cav., who obtained .the 
idea from an article in the “Russian Invalide” of July 5, 
1891, which he translated. His translation reads: “In 
order to meet fully the requirements of the military serv- 
ice, a range finder should be simple, durable, light, cheap 
and sufficiently accurate. The latter quality is placed 
last intentionally, because slight errors in determining 
the distances are unimportant. The main thing is to be 
able to quickly determine the distance to a certain point, 
measurement to which is impossible either on account of 
inaccessibility or insufficient time. Descriptions which 
have been recently published of the portable range finder 
of Suchet and of the binocular range finder of Tschernoff, 


both of which are expensive and only approximately ac- 
curate, have induced me to make those who are inter- 
ested in this question acquainted with a primitive but 
good device used by the Russian pontonier battalions in 
measuring the breadth of rivers. It consists of a board 
2 feet long and about 3 inches in width, with a hole in 
the center for inserting a handle, or by means of which 
the board can be fastened on a stake. Upon the board 
are drawn two lines perpendicular to each other. The 
first line is of arbitrary length, and the second is divided 
into parts, which may be subdivided into halves, quar- 
ters, etc. The use of the apparatus is very simple, and 
the accuracy of distances determined by it is sufficient. 
Experiments made by the Pontonier Battalion show that 
the errors range from .38 per cent. to 3.86 per cent. 
Other experiments give satisfactory results.” 

The board which tested the range finder at the Wash- 
ington Barracks was appointed by Col. H. W. Closson, 
4th Art., commanding. It consisted of Capt. Walter 
Howe, ist Lieuts. G. L. Anderson and C. P. Townsley 
and 2d Lieut. H. H. Whitney. The apparatus, the 
board’s report states, was constructed in accordance with 
the description furnished, a staff being used to separate 
the board, instead of holding it by a handle. The appa- 
ratus was used in connection with a transit and an azi- 
muth circle, so that the known distance carefully com- 
puted could be compared with the measurements of the 
range finder. The greatest error was 13 per cent. of the 
actual distance, according to the record, and the last 
error was 1 per cent, the average percentage of error be- 
ing 6. In conclusion, the report states that the board is 
of the opinion that the device is open to these objections: 

It is difficult of adjustment in a wind; if needles are 
used as sights they are constantly getting broken; if 
nails are used the results are ve inaccurate; if the 
board is fastened to a staff it is difficult to steady it in 
the ground with sufficient firmness without endangering 
apparatus; the fact that the base line must at least be 
one-tenth of the distance to be measured and at right 
angles to it frequently renders the determination of long 
distances impracticable. Col. Vincent, Asst. Adjt. Gen. 
and Chief of the Military Information Division, states 
that the device is extremely simple, but too crude to give 
accurate results.

The Italians are reported to have been greatly sur- 
prised by the high state of efficiency of the Abyssinian 
troops, who must have greatly improved since the days 
of the Negus Theodore. According to a military corre- 
spondent of an Italian paper an army ten times as numer- 
ous as that which was beaten at Adowa would have 
met the same fate if as badly constituted. There was 
no proper organization of the commissariat, and no 
means of forwarding stores and munitions of war from 
the base to the scene of action owing to the hurry in 
which preparations for the campaign were made. The 
news that the Negus had mitrailleuses in his possession, 
and that nearly the whole of his force was armed with 
breechloaders was, this authority says, received with 
general astonishment, the immense improvements that 
have taken place during the past few years in the equip- 
ment of Menelik’s Army being no more suspected in 
Massowah than in Rome. We should not think the Ital- 
ian soldiers would have much stomach for a fight, if 
we are to judge from the rations served. Coffee is 
given in the morning, but their daily rations, which con- 
sist of half a kilo of bread, half a pound of meat, and a 
pound of macaroni, bave to be paid for, and when this 
has been donethey have a penny a day left for themselves. 
The pay received by the officers is also on a correspon- 
ingly low scale. On joining an officer is told by his Colo- 
nel that he must not live in an hotel or in a street of a 
shabby-genteel character; yet after he has paid the 
various subscriptions, all he has left for living and apart- 
ments is about 85 francs a month. Menelik is credited 
with great diplomatic and military cunning. He knows 
very well the financial embarrassments of his enemies, 
and retreats merely to bleed them further, and will ad- 
vance when the moment seems propitious. Meanwhile 
the Italian troops impose a burden of $120,000 a day 
upon the country. From an article on the battle of 
Adowa in the “United Service Magazine” for May it 
appears that the Italians were without sufficient food, 
proper clothing, or transport. The Generals did not, it 
is inferred, approve of the scheme of attack. They had 
no proper instructions; the maps with which they were 
provided led them astray. In the words of the Italian 
officers whom the lady who writes the paper conversed 
with in the hospital at Naples, “enormous errors were 
committed by men ignorant of the first principles of 
war.” 


The zeal for arbitration appears to be confined to this 
side of the Atlantic. “The Army and Navy Gazette” 
says: “The New York lawyers have, it seems, drawn 
up a memorial recommending the dispatch of a commu- 
nication to France, Russia, Germany, Great Britain, 
Mexico, Brazil, the Netherlands, etc., suggesting that 
an international court of arbitration should be consti- 
tuted by the great powers of Europe and of America, to 
consist of lawyers of each nation. There can be no 
doubt that this would bring in a golden harvest to gentle- 
men of the long robe all over the world. The proper 
persons to engage in preparing and arguing the cases 
submitted to the arbitration court would, of course, be 
lawyers, and they would have a very fine time of it; but 
behind them all must stand the soldier and his sword, 
With him, after all, lies the application of the ultima 
ratio of kings and of republics. For if there was a 
recalcitrant government which was compelled by the 
passions or discontent of a nation to refuse to accept an 
award it would devolve upon the court of arbitration to 
request the government of the powers represented by 
delegates to employ force to compel the recalcitrant to 
yield. In fact, there are the makings of very pretty quar- 
rels visible beneath the peaceful habiliments of an inter- 
national arbitration court.” 

In a speech before the London Press Club April 25 
Lord Wolseley said: “Gentlemen, I do not believe in 





universal peace. There never was a period when peacg 
lasted very long, and the man who believes that a time 
will come when there will be no more wars I believe to 
be a dangerous dreamer of dreams, and certainly dap. 
gerous in any public position. I hope that no man who 
believes that may ever be in any high position in Eng. 
land.” 





“The United Service Gazette’ says: “Men with , 
passion for sport without the means of gratifying it 
would, it is supposed, join the British Army in considerg. 
ble numbers were they granted privileges similar to thoge 
extended to Russian soldiers in Siberia, who are not only 
encouraged to exercise their martial ardor on big game, 
but are actually led out in squads to take part in the 
hunt. On a recent occasion, it is noted with amusement, 
a local police inspector jointed in the hunt, and got two 
of the soldier-beaters to act as his bodyguard, When the 
bear came merrily romping towards him over the snow, 
the inspector got flurried, missed with both barrels, flung 
down his gun, and buried his head in the snow, seeking 
to burrow out of sight. The bear came on in a great 
fury. The two soldiers waited till he came to close 
quarters, and turned him back with a volley. They 
then charged with fixed bayonets and finished him off in 
true military style. The reward granted for their pres. 
ence of mind in saving the life of the guardian of the 
peace, of having their photographs hung in their head. 
quarters and being each presented with one rouble, is 
not regarded as excessive. If a police inspector’s life ig 
valued at two roubles, plus the cost of a couple of framed 
photographs, what, it is wondered, would have been the 
reward had only an ordinary member of his force been 
rescued ?” 








Sir Robert Low appears to have had the same difi- 
culty with the telegraph on the way to Chitral that re- 
sulted from its first introduction to our American In- 
dians, who thought it bad medicine, in spite of their 
profound admiration for the telegraph repairer, who 
walked up the poles on his spiked heels. Upon the per- 
sonal assurance of the commander of the Chitral expedi- 
tion that no mischief was intended, the chiefs were some- 
what assured, but at the same time scarcely satisfied 
that all was right, so accordingly they established a 
watch over the wire in order that they might be certain 
that messages were really sent along it. This went on 
for some time with no result; so to render assurance 
doubly sure, and lest in error they should take an unwise 
or unjustifiable step, they cut out about two miles of 
line and took it some two miles away, where men were 
posted at either end to see where and in what manner 
the messages were placed on the wire and how they were 
taken off, before coming to a final judgment. At this 
stage of the proceedings Sir Robert Low’s engineers 
came upon the scene and recovered the length of line, 
and thus put an end to a most interesting series of 
experiments. 








Brig. Gen. Craighill, chief of Engineers, and his effi- 
cient Corps of Engineer officers, are working harmoni- 
ously with the ordnance officers in the matter of prepar- 
ing and arming the fortifications in accordance with bills 
which have passed Congress in past years. So far the 
total number of modern rifles mounted is not large, but 
others are being placed in position, and in case Secretary 
Lamont decides to incorporate in his next annual report 
any information concerning the guns erected, he will 
make comparatively quite a good showing. There are at 
present three 12-inch rifles in position, two at New York 
and one at San Francisco; five 8-inch rifles at New York 
and thirty-two 12-inch mortars at the same place. San 
Francisco has sixteen 12-inch mortars in position, and 
Boston has also sixteen 12-inch mortars ready for work. 
There are*now being mounted four 12-inch guns and nine 
10-inch guns, and they will probably be in position with- 
in the next few months,

There has recentiy been published from the Recor! 
and Pension Office, War Department, a very handy 
memorandum relative to the probable number and ages 
of the Army and Navy survivors of the War of the Re 
bellion, and the possible number of beneficiaries undef 
and possible cost of certain proposed pension laws. 
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STATE JURISDICTION OVER MILITARY RES- 
ERVATIONS. 

We are in receipt of a full report of the opinion deliv- 
ered by the U. S. Circuit Court, D. of Neb., by Judge 
Shiras in the matter of the application of Bugene F. 
Ladd for a writ of habeas corpus. The counsel in the 
case were A. J. Sawyer, U. S. D. Atty.; E. H. Crowder, 
Major and J. A., U. S. Army, for petitioner, and Arthur 
M. Bartlett, the sheriff of Dawes County, Neb., against 
whom the proceedings were directed, appeared for him- 
self. An Army officer who is familiar with this case 
writes us, saying: “Although the U. S. District Attor- 
ney was nominally associated with Maj. Crowder, the 
latter, on behalf of the United States, represented Lieut. 
Ladd alone. I read Maj. Crowder’s brief and arguments, 
which were very thorough, exhaustive and able. He has 
shown himself to be a thoroughly equipped lawyer and 
is deserving of much credit.” 

The facts as set forth in the opinion show that the pe- 
titioner is an Arthy officer detailed in charge of the Post 
Exchange maintained for some years at Fort Robinson, 
which has since Nov. 17, 1876, been a U. S. military 
post; that post exchanges are established by War De- 
partment regulations, which are quoted; that the Post 
Commander has authorized the keeping and sale of beer 
and light wines at the Post Exchange, and that they 
have been sold by the petitioner and others; that the 
State of Nebraska does not authorize such sale without 
a license. The fact is also set forth that an information 
was filed in the State court for the unlawful sale of liq- 
wr, that a warrant was granted and the tioner ar- 
rested by the sheriff, and that on another information the 
sheriff seized certain beer and wine, but nothing else. For 
the purpose of freeing himself from the arrests made on 
the warrants above described Lieut. Ladd made applica- 
tion for a writ of habeas corpus, claiming that the laws 
of the State of Nebraska regulating the sale of liquors, 
spirituous and malt, have no application to the military 
reservation. The court says: . 

“From their statement of the facts it appears that the 
right of the sheriff of Dawes County to hold the peti- 
tioner in custody depends upon the question whether the 
laws of the State of Nebraska regulating the sale of liq- 
wrs are in force upon the military reservation known as 
Fort Robinson. The facts necessary to the consideration 
and determination of this question are as follows: 

“The title to the land within the limits of the reserva- 
tion is now in the United States and has been ever since 
the acquisition of the territory by the United States un- 
der the cession made by France in 1803. When Nebras- 
ka was admitted into the Union as a State in 1867, the 
land not being then used for military purposes, it passed 
under the jurisdiction of the newly created State. In 
November, 1876, in pursuance of an order of the Execu- 
tive of the United States, a military post or reservation 
was established on the land, troops were stationed there- 
*n and from that time the premises have been continu- 
ously in use for military purposes. The Legislature of 
the State of Nebraska, in March, 1887, passed an act 
reading as follows:” (This act and a subsequent act of 
March, 1889, modifying it, are quoted here.) Also the

tion named was in turn ceded to the United States, sub- 
ject, however, to three conditions. First, that the ces- 
sion of jurisdiction should continue only so long as the 
United States shall own and occupy the military reser- 
vations named. Second, that during the time the cession 
of jurisdiction should continue in force the State should 
have the right within the boundaries of the reservation 
to serve ail civil process and to execute all criminal or 
other process issued under the laws of the State against 
persons charged with crime or misdemeanor committed 
within the State, and third, that public roads and high- 
ways might be opened and kept in repair within such 
reservations, 

“In the act of the Legislature of the State of Kansas 
ceding jurisdiction over the Fort Leavenworth reserva- 
tion the proviso in regard to the service of criminal proc- 
ess in terms applied only to crime committed outside the 
reservation, but the reasoning employed by the Supreme 
Court in passing upon the several questions in Fort 
Leavenworth R. R. Co. v. Lowe, supra, tends strongly to 
support the view that this restriction in the Nebraska 
act is merely a saving of the right to serve or execute 
process within the reservation for crimes committed out- 
side the reservation, or, in other words, it was thereby 
intended to prevent the reservation from becoming a 
place of refuge for persons charged with violation of the 
laws of the State. 

“The reservation of concurrent jurisdiction found in 
the second section of the act of March 29, 1887, in terms 
applied only to the matter of service or execution of 
process, and there is no ground for extending its meaning 
beyond the fair import of the language found therein. 
The section does not provide that the State of Nebraska 
retains jurisdiction over acts done upon the reservation, 
nor does it provide that the laws of the State shall con- 
tinue in force upon the reservation, nor does it provide 
that the courts of the State shall continue to have juris- 
diction over the reservation of crimes committed thereon. 
The section deals only with the matter of the execution 
of process and does not attempt in any other matter to 
save the jurisdiction of the State, either legislative or 
judicial, over the reservation. 

“The general effect of a reservation of the nature of 
that contained in section 2 of the act under consideration 
has been frequently a subject of judicial interpretation, 
and notably in the cases of Commonwealth vy. Clary, 
Mass., 72; Mitchell v. Tibbets, 17 Pickering, 298; Lesher 
v. State, 17 Southwestern Rep., 1064; Sinks v. Reese, 19 
Ohio State Rep., 306; United States v. Cornell, 2 Mason, 
60; United States v. Meager, Fed. Rep., 875; Leaven- 
worth R. R. Co. v. Lowe, 114 U. S., 525, and the conclu- 
sions therein announced, fully support the contention 
that a reservation, expressed in the terms employed in 
the second section of the Nebraska act of March 29, 
1887, can be applied only to the matter of the service or 
execution of process within the reservation, and therefore 
it must be held that the cession of jurisdiction contained 
in the first section of the act clothed the United States 
with the exclusive jurisdiction over the reservation, such 
exclusive jurisdiction to continue so long as the United 
States shall own and occupy the reservation and subject 
only to the right of the State to open and keep in repair 
public roads and highways and to serve and execute 
process within the limits of the reservation. 

“When this grant of exclusive jurisdiction to the 
United States took effect the laws of the State ceased to 
be operative within the reservation, except so far as the 
United States should choose to enforce them, and the 
courts of the State ceased to have jurisdiction over 
crimes committed within the reservation. 

“But it is said that, admitting this to be the true con- 
struction of the cession of jurisdiction found in the act 
of March 29, 1887, nevertheless the Act of the Legisla- 
ture of the State of Nebraska approved March 29, 1889, 
created other restrictions upon the jurisdiction ceded to 
the United States, and pees with regard to the 
right to enforce within the reservation the provisions of 
the State statute relating to the license and sale of in- 
toxicating liquors. 

“No extended argument is needed to show that it was 
wholly without the power of the State of Nebraska to 
limit the completed cession of jurisdiction created by 
the act of March, 1887. When the latter act took effect 
the legislative jurisdiction of the State over the reserva- 
tion was wholly ceded to the United States, and until 
the exclusive jurisdiction thus acquired by the United 
States is terminated either by the United States ceasing 
to own and occupy the reservation or by the United 
States retroceding its exclusive jurisdiction to the State, 
the latter is without legislative power over the reserva- 
tion. The same conclusion follows, if the act of March, 
1887, is viewed not simply as a cession of jurisdiction 
on the part of the State, but as a contract between the 
State and the United States whereby the latter procured 
from the former a grant of entire jurisdiction of the 
State over the reservation to the end that the reservation 
might be wholly devoted to the military purposes of the 
United States, subject only to the right of the State to 
serve and execute process within the reservation and to 
open and keep in repair public roads and highways 
therein. 

“In Fort Leavenworth R. R. Co. v. Lowe, supra, and 
Chicago & Pacific Ry. Co. v. McGlinn, supra, it is ex- 
oressly held by the Supreme Court that the United 

tates and a State have the power to contract for the 
cession of exclusive political and legislative jurisdiction 
over any portions of the territory of a State needed by 
the national government for military, naval or other like 
purposes, and it was also therein held that as the cession 
conferred a benefit upon the United States its accept- 
ance by the latter would be presumed, and in Stanley v. 
Schwalby, 16 Sup. Ct. Rep., 754, it is held ‘that valuable 
consideration may be other than the actual payment of 
money, and may consist of acts done after the convey- 
ance. . The advantage accruing to the city of San 
Antonio from the establishment of the military head- 
quarters there was a valuable consideration for the deed 
of the city to the United States.’ 

“Thus we find that there were parties competent to 
contract; a subject matter to be contracted about; an 
agreement reached, as evidenced by the adoption of the 
act of March, 1887, by the Legislature of the State and 
its acceptance by the United States, and a sufficient con- 
sideration in the large outlay of money made by the 
United States in the enlargement of the post and other 
improvements made on the reservation. 

“This completed and accepted contract could not be aft- 
erwards abrogated or modified by the Legislature of the 
State, as was attempted to be done by the adoption of 
the so-called amendatory act of March, 1889. the 
cession of jurisdiction contained in the act of March, 
1887, the State had parted with the power of legislative 
control over the reservation, except in the matter of 
service process and in regard to roads and highways, 
and under the provisions of section 10, article 1, of the 
Constitution of the United States the State could not 
abrogate the contract it had entered into with the 
United States, and therefore the provisions contained in 
the so-called amendatory act were wholly nugatory. 

“But it may be said that when the State of N ska 
ceded its jurisdiction over the reservation to the United 
States that the fact did not necessarily terminate the 


obligatory force of the laws of the State then in exist- 
ence and which were ——< to the reservation pre- 
vious to the adoption of the act of cession. 

“It will be borne in mind that the petitioner in this 
case is deprived of his liberty by virtue of an arrest 
made by the sheriff of Dawes County upon warrants is- 
sued by a justice of the peace holding office under the 
laws of the State of Nebraska. 

“Granting for the moment that the laws of the State 
might continue in force within the reservation after the 
taking effect of the act of March, 1887, would the juris- 
diction of the ey of the peace also continue over the 
reservation? If the jurisdiction of the United States ia 
exclusive, then the State is without jurisdiction. Acts 
done on the reservation since March, 1887, cannot be 
said to be within the jurisdiction of the State because by 
that act the State parted with its jurisdiction over the 
reservation and therefore the justice was without juris- 
diction in the premises because the acts complained of, 
to wit, the selling of beer, etc., were done at a place 
without the jurisdiction of the State. 

“But are the provisions of the statutes of Nebraska 
providing for the punishment of parties who sell intoxi- 
cating liquors without a license in force within the reser- 
vation, upon the theory that the laws in force at the date 
of — act of cession continue in force in the ceded terri- 
tory 

“In the case of the Chicago & Tacific Ry. Co. v. Me- 
Glinn, supra, the Supreme Court in dealing with the gen- 
eral question held that ‘it is a general rule of public law, 
recognized and acted upon by the United States, that 
whenever political jurisdiction and legislative power over 
any territory are transferred from one nation or sov- 
ereign to another the municipal laws of the country, that 
is, laws which are intended for the protection of private 
rights, continue in force until abrogated or changed by 
the new government or sovereign. By the cession pub- 
lic property passes from the government to the other, 
but private property remains as before, and with it those 
municipal laws which are designed to secure its peaceful 
use and enjoyment.’ 

“And it was further declared that this general rule 
held good in cases of cession from the States to the gen- 
eral government. This decision gives the rule to be ap- 
plied in cases of property and property rights, but it is 
not applicable to criminal laws in cases wherein the ju- 
risdiction of a State is ceded to the United States. The 
cession of jurisdiction over a given territory takes the 
latter from within and places it without the jurisdiction 
of the ceding sovereignty. After a State has parted with 
its political jurisdiction over a given tract of land it can- 
not be said that acts done thereon are against the peace 
and dignity of the State or are violations of its laws, and 
the State certainly cannot claim jurisdiction criminally 
by reason of acts done at places beyond or not within its 
territorial jurisdiction, unless by treaty or statute it may 
have retained jurisdiction over its own citizens, and even 
then the jurisdiction is only over the person as a citizen, 

“Thus in Wisconsin v. Pehean Jus. Co., 127, U 
255-280, it is said, ‘By the law of England and the 
United States the penal laws of a country do not reach 
beyond its own territory, except when extended by ex- 
press treaty or statute to offense committed abroad by 
its own citizens; and they must be administered in its 
own courts only and cannot be enforced by the courts of 
another country,’ or, as was tersely said by Mr. Chief 
Justice Marshall, speaking for the Supreme Court in the 
case of The Antelope, 10, Wheaton, 35—123, ‘The courts 
of no country execute the penal laws of another.’ 

“It was further said in the course of the opinion given 
in the McGlinn case that ‘as a matter of course all laws; 
ordinances and regulations in conflict with the political 
character, institutions and constitution of the new gov- 
ernment are at once displaced.’ When, therefore, the po- 
litical jurisdiction over the reservation in question was 
ceded by the State to the United States the reservation 
became subject to the laws and regulations of the United 
States then in force relative to military reservations, as 
well as to the laws and regulations since enacted or 
adopted for the government of the posts, forts and mili- 
tary reservations belonging to the United States, and 
all laws of the State, civil in nature, must yield if in con- 
flict with the laws or regulations of the United States. 
Under the laws of the United States provision is made 
for keeping and selling beer and wine under. certain re- 
strictions at the post exchange kept upon military geser- 
vation at Fort Robinson. 

“The law of the State imposing a license fee upon per- 
sons engaged in the sale of liquors and providing for the 
punishment of those who carry on the business without a 
permit cannot be held to be in force within the reserva- 
tion, because it is in conflict with the laws and regula- 
tions of the United States and because it is penal in its 
nature, and is not, therefore, applicable to a place or ter- 
ritory without the jurisdiction of the State. 

“Unless these conclusions are well founded we have 
presented in this case the curious anomalies of an offli- 
cer of the United States Army being held to account 
and sentenced to punishment for an alleged violation of 
a State law, when he was required to do the act com 
plained of by virtue of his assignment to duty as an ofti- 
cer of the post exchange and in carrying out the regula- 
tions lawfully prescribed for the conduct of a post ex- 
change, the exchange being created upon and the act 
complained of being done within the limits of a military 
reservation over which the exclusive political jurisdic- 
tion save in the matter of executing process and opening 
and repairing public roads and highways had been duly 
ceded by the State to the United States. 

“To briefly recapitulate the conclusion reached: I hold 


that by the act of the State Legislature approved March 
29, 1887, the State of Nebraska ceded to the United 


States its entire political jurisdiction, which includes ju- 
dicial and legislative jurisdiction save in the matter of 
executing process, opening and repairing roads and high- 
ways over the Fort Robinson military reservation; that 
this jurisdiction thus ceded to and accepted by the 
United States could not be —~ + by the action of 
the State alone, and, therefore, the jurisdiction ceded by 
the act of 1887 was not affected by the action of the 
State Legislature in passing the so-called amendatory 
act of March 29, 1889; that after the cession of jurisdic- 
tion on the part of the State in 1887 a justice of the 
peace acting under the authority of the State of Nebras- 
ka ceased to have jurisdiction over the ceded territory in 
matters of alleged original violation of the laws of the 
State committed on the reservation; that after the ces- 
sion by the State and acceptance by the United States 
of jurisdiction over the reservation the statutes of the 
States regulating the sale of liquors ceased to be in force 
within the territory ceded to the United States, 

“From these conclusions it of necessity follows that 
the warrants issued by the justice of the peace of Dawes 
County upon which the petitioner was arrested by the 
sheriff were so issued without due warrant of law, the 
informations filed with the justice showing upon their 
face that the acts complained of had not been done with- 
in the jurisdiction of the State and that they could not 
be held to be in violation of the statutes of the State. 
This being so, the petitioner is clearly deprived of his lib- 
erty without due warrant of law and is erefore entitled 
to discharged from arrest.” 
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FIFTY-FOURTH CONGRESS. 


Senator Hawley has not yet had time to prepare the 
report on the Lamont bill for the reorganization of the 
Army, which has been ordered favorably reported by the 
Committee on Military Affairs. As the session is now 
drawing rapidly toward a close he may delay reporting 
the bill to the Senate until the beginning of the next 
session of Congress. If, however, the present session 
should be prolonged in any way so as to give an oppor- 
tunity for the consideration of the bill before adjourn- 
ment Senator Hawley will not only report it, but he will 
urge its consideration. The House Committee will do 
nothing with the bill until the next session. Chairman 
Hull had been in hopes that the Senate would pass it 
during the present session, but if it should be delayed in 
that body until the next session he will not wait for the 
Senate, but will take up the House bill and get it 
through his committee as soon as possible so as to avoid 
danger of having the Congress come to an end without 
action. The Senate Military Committee did not get the 
War Department Militia bill up for consideration at its 
meeting this week. It is intended to take it up again at 
the next meeting if other matters do not prevent, but it is 
not probable that it will get any further than a favorable 
report at the most during the present session of Con- 
gress. — 

The Senate Committee on Appropriations have re- 
ported the Fortification Appropriation bill to the Senate. 
The estimates for 1897 amounted to $8,045,165. The 
House bill carried $5,845,687, to which the Senate added 
$4,918,051, making the total reported to the Senate 
$F0 705,888, The appropriation for the current fiscal 
year is only $1,904,557. The principal amendments made 
by the committee are to increase the appropriation for 
gun and mortar batteries from $1,885,000 to $5,000,000, 
and striking out the provision for continuous contracts; 
to increase the appropriation for sites for fortifications 
from $250,000 to £500,000: to limit the price for steel 
for guns to twenty-four cents per pound; to strike out 
the provision for one 16-inch gun; to increase the appro- 
wriation for &, 10 and 12-inch guns from $400,000 to 
£850,000; to increase the appropriation for carriages Ped 
these guns from $680,000 to $875,000; to increase the 
eunnentintion for 12-inch mortars from $216,000 to $426.- 
000; to increase the appropriation for carriages for 12- 
inch mortars from $168,000 to $250,000; to increase the 
appropriation for 8, 10 and 12-inch guns, made under 
contract, from $497,449 to $1,000,000; to purchase ma- 
chine guns, $35,000; to reduce the appropriation for pro- 
jectiles for issue to the service, from $66,500 to $50,000; 
to give the ordnance storekeeper on duty as disbursing 
officer and assistant to the Chief of Ordnance, the rank 
of Major; to provide for tests of the Howell, Emery and 
Gatling gun carriages, and it has been approved by the 
President and become a Jaw. ; f jf 

The Fortifications Appropriation bill as it passed the 
House was a great step in advance of any bill that had 
been passed by Congress since the commencement of the 
present scheme of coast defense. As amended and passed 
by the Senate on Wednesday it is still more satisfactory 
and leaves the friends of adequate seacoast fortifica- 
tions and armaments little to be desired. The largest in- 
dividual increase made by the Senate is in the appropri- 
ation for the construction of gun and mortar batteries in- 
creased from $1,885,000 to $5,000,000, This was made 
by cutting out the privision for continuous contracts un- 
der this head, amounting to $3,375,000, and making the 
entire appropriation available during the next fiscal year. 
Most of the other increases are intended to carry the 
work through the entire fiscal year, while the Louse bill 
merely provided for carrying it until March 1 next. | 

The striking out of the provision for one type 16-inch 
gun will provoke considerable criticism from the advo- 
cates of guns of this large caliber for the defense of the 
most important harbors of the country. Guns of this 
caliber have been strongly recommended by the officers of 
the War Department, and some of the members of the 
House Committee on Appropriations are inclined to in- 
sist upon the retention in the bill of this provision. The 
increase in the appropriation for guns being built under 
contract to $1,000,000 is a wise amendment to the bill, as 
it will enable the Bethlehem Iron Works, where these 
guns are being built to work up to their full capacity and 
will make the guns which they are building available for 
mounting in fortifications much more rapidly: 

The increase in the appropriation for the Board of 
Ordnance and Fortification will enable that board to 
carry on more experiments during the year, and the 
special provisions for the test of the Howell and Emery 
counterpoise and elevating gun carriages will enable 
the board to determine the best system for disappearing 
carriages, which will be required in large numbers in the 
near future. The provision for the test of the gun- 
casting process invented by Mr. R. J. Gatling, the inven- 
tor of the Gatling gun, will enable the board to deter- 
mine whether the advantages of superior strength and 
economy claimed for this invention are well founded. R 

The Senate on Monday considered Senator Sewell’s 
bill to increase the pay of non-commissioned officers in 
the Army, and passed it practically without debate. 
Senator Sewell merely explained the rates of increase in 
each case. The bill was sent over to the House of 
Representatives the same day and was referred to the 
Committee on Military Affairs, where a similar House 
bill was already pending. The members of the House 
Committee are all in favor of the bill, but owing to the 
policy of economy, which is being so rigorously enforced 
by the leaders of the House it is not probable that it will 
be reported during the present session. It will be re- 
ported to the House early in the next session, however, 
and there is little doubt of its passage before the end of

— weeks ago, after the Senate had the 
Naval Emergency bill, recommended by Secretary Her- 
bert, Senator Gorman entered a motion to reconsider the 
vote by which the bill was passed.

Among the bills passed by the Senate was a joint reso- 
lution authorizing the President to issue duplicates of 
medals for distinguished or meritorious service which 
have been lost. 

The Senate took up the Fortifications bill on Wednes- 
day and’ passed it just as it was reported to the Senate. 
There was no objection to any of the Senate amend- 
ments and no debate on any of them. Several other 
amendments were offered but none were agreed to. Sen- 
ator Gorman offered an amendment to authorize the 
Secretary of the Treasury to issue three per cent. certifi- 
cates of indebtedness to meet the excess of expenses over 
revenues. It was debated at length, but was defeated.

parks. 

: The Senate has adopted a resolution directing the Sec- 
retary of War to transmit to the Senate a complete copy 
of the record of the action of the Range Finder Board 
and the Board of Ordnance and Fortification in relation 
to the Lewis range and position finder. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs have re- 
ported favorably the bill which has passed the House to 
transfer the Fort Omaha Military Reservation to the 
State of Nebraska as a rendezvous and school of instruc- 
tion for the National Guard of the State. 

The Senate Committee on Pensions have reported 
favorably the Senate bill to pension the widow of Gen. 
James P. Martin, A. A. G., at the rate of $30 per month; 
also the bills which have passed the House to pension 
the widow of Brig. Gen. Charles D. Jameson, U. S. V.; 
to increase the pension of Brevet Brig Gen. John I. 
Gregg, U. S. V.; to increase the pension of the widow of 
Col. Benj. L. Beall; to increase the pension of the widow 
of Brig. Gen. James L. Kiernan; and to increase the 
pension of the widow of Commo. J. B. Hull. 

The House Committee on Invalid Pensions have re- 
ported favorably the bill providing a pension of $45 a 
month for a lost hand or foot; $50 for an arm lost at or 
near the elbow joint, or a leg at or near the knee joint, 
or for total or partial stiffness of the joint, or other 
cause which renders the stump useless; $55 per month 
for loss of an arm at the shoulder joint or a leg at the 
hip joint, or so near the joint as to prevent the use of an 
artificial limb, or when totally disabled; $72 a month for 
loss of hand and foot. That nothing contained in this 
Act shall be construed to repeal section 4,699 Rey. Stat.., 
or to change the rate of $18 per month therein mentioned 
to be proportionately divided for any degree of disability 
established for which section 4,695 makes no provision. 
The following bills have also been favorably reported: 
To increase the pension of the widow of Lieut. Col. 
Thomas C. English to $50 per month; to pension the 
widow of Bvt. Maj. Gen. Horatio P. Van Cleve at $50 
per month; to increase the pension of the widow of Bvt.

No 
battleship has ever started on her trial trip without being 
heavily insured, and when several vessels are in course 
of construction at one time the sum amounts up into the 
millions. Edwin 8S, Cramp is authority for the state- 
ment that the company at one time carried $12,000,000 
issurance on Government work. In fact, it is said that 
the Cramps were obliged to go to England in order to 
secure this amount of insurance, owing to the limitations 
of the American companies. 


Orders have been issued by Secretary Herbert to the 
commandant of the Brooklyn Navy Yard directing him 
to detail all the sailors at the yard to duty in connection 
with the parade in New York City on the 30th inst. The 
marines will be assigned to participate in the parade in 
Brooklyn. 


The Personnel Subcommittee of the House Committee 
on Naval Affairs has devoted the week to the discussion 
of personnel legislation. On Friday morning it was de- 
termined to report a bill to the full committee on the gen- 
eral lines of the Meyers bill. Representative Wilson, of 
New York, was instructed to draw the bill, which will 
be based on the Meyers bill, with amendments which 
have been agreed to by the subcommittee. 


The Walker Board has signed its report and will sub- 
mit it just as soon as Congress passes the naval appro- 
priation bill. It is understood that they recommend a 
higher fireboard for the 13.2-inch and 6.2-inch guns. 


The fight which Lieut. Averill’s scouts had recently 
with about a score of renegade Apaches from San Carlos 
does not indicate the renewal of serious hostilities in that 
quarter. It is remarkable, says the New York “Sun,” 
how few hostilities have occurred upon that border since 
Gen. Miles effected the surrender of Geronimo and 
Natchez, years ago. Before that time it was a region 
infested with outlawed Indians, whereas now the depre- 
dations are remarkably few.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Comdr. Sigsbee, the chief hydrographer of the Navy, 
has been advised of the purpose of the British govern- 
ment to take steps to remove derelicts from the ocean. 
Comdr. Sigsbee is anxious that the United States should 
have a vessel to co-operate with the British in this work. 
There is no fund at the disposition of the Department, 
however, which can be utilized for this purpose. 

The changes recommended on the Ranger by the Board 
of Construction have been approved by the Navy Depart- 
ment, and instructions have been sent to Mare Island 
to commence the work. As stated in the “Journal,” the 
Ranger is to have an additional deck, repairs to her hull 
and machinery and a modern battery. 

Chief Naval Constr. Hichborn has filed with Secretary 
Herbert a protest against the adoption of the recom- 
mendation made by the Board on Construction for 
twin screws for the cruiser Atlanta. A recommendation to 
to this effect was made by Engineer-in-Chief Melville some 
months ago and was referred to the Board on Con- 
struction. There the matter was earnestly debated and 
finally the Engimeer-in-Chief’s recommendation was 
indorsed. Secretary Herbert has since been reviewing 
the matter. It is understood that Chief Naval Constr. 
Hichborn declares that the machinery of the Atlanta is 
only in need of $30,000 worth of repairs and will then 
be in condition to stand several years’ more service. In 
order to make the change from single to twin screws, 
the Chief Naval Constructor finds that it will be neces- 
sary to alter the hull of the ship, and this operation he 
says will be very expensive. The Navy Department has 
received a report from Rear Adml. Beardslee in rela- 
tion to the trial of the target system recently invented by 
Ensign Vogelgesang under the direction of Rear Adm. 
Ramsay. This system has been tried by the ships of the 
North Atlantic squadron, and the results were given in 
the “Journal” atthe time. Rear Adml. Beardslee makes 
several criticisms of the system, as does Capt. Cotton, 
commanding in Philadelphia, in an inclosed report, but 
none of them is regarded as important enough to prevent 
the adoption of the new methods. As the practice 
was held when a heavy swell was on, Adml. Beardslee 
does not regard the test as conclusive, and will make 
further trials. 

The details to the three important billets on board the 
Oregon—that of the commanding officer, the executive 
officer and the navigator—have been settled by the De- 
partment. Capt. H. L. Howison will be ordered to com- 
mand this vessel just as soon as the Department receives 
the official report of the Board of Inspection and Survey 
which conducted her recent trial. Capt. Howison will 
be relieved from duty at the Mare Island Nayy Yard on 
June 1, and will assume duty in connection with the 
Oregon when she is placed in active service. Lieut. 
Comdr. F. J. Drake will be the Oregon’s executive officer, 
and Lieut. Edward M. Hughes will be her navigator. 

Further tests with the experimental turret at the 
Indian Head Proving Grounds will be conducted in a 
few days. These tests will be for the purpose of secur- 
ing information in regard to the effect of the shock of 
the impact of a shell on the rollers; the exact degree at 
which the turret is turned by the force of concussion.

the measurements of the new insignia and directing that 
it take the place of that now employed. 

The Ordnance Bureau of the Navy Department ex- 
pects to soon receive a Colt machine gun, one of the 
fifty contracted for some months ago. It is the inten- 
tion of the bureau to put the weapon through an ex- 
haustive test at the Indian Head Proving Ground to as- 
certain what it can do under all conditions. The remain- 
ing’ forty-nine guns are expected within the next few 
months. They will be delivered at the New York Navy 
Yard, from which point they will be distributed among 
the vessels requiring them. If the gun to be tested meets 
with the entire satisfaction of the Department contracts 
for eighty others will be made.

MARLBOROUGH. 


In a paper on Marlborough read before the Royal Ar- 
tillery Institute, Dr. Miller Maguire said: “Bolingbroke, I 
think, settled once for all the value of any discussions as 
to the private character of Marlborough. Somebody was 
talking about his avarice before Bolingbroke. At the 
time Bolingbroke was a personal enemy and a political 
opponent of Marlborough, and conduced in no small de- 
gree to his fall while in the very plenitude of his career 
of victory. What was the reply? ‘Do not talk to me of 
Marlborough’s avarice; talk to me of his victories. When 
I remember these I forget that failing of his.’ This even- 
ing, gentlemen, 1 propose to deal with his victories? You 
may say, why not deal with his defeats? Well, in 
point of fact, I cannot remember any of his defeats. 
He is about the only soldier who had command of u 
coalition under the most extraordinary difliculties with a 
heterogeneous bevy of mercenaries under his command, 
as well as troops of his own country, who never failed, 
There was a proverb about him: that he never entered 
upon an engagement that he did not win; that he never 
entered upon a negotiation in which he was not success- 
ful; that he never sat down before a fortress which he 
did not take; that he never courted a lady without gain- 
ing entire possession of her goodwill; and that he never 
lent money ut less interest than 10 per cent.” 

In an address at the close of the lecture Lord Wolseley 
fully indorsed Dr. Maguire’s high estimate of the man as 
a soldier. He said: “If l were asked to institute a par- 
allel drawn from ancient history between Marlborough 
and the great leaders of classical times I should be 
inclined to describe him as the Hannibal of England. If 
you study his system of strategy 1 do not know any man, 
except Napoleon, who came after him, whose strategy 
resembled Hannibal's more than his. It was always a 
grand offensive strategy. His strategy marked a new 
departure in the conduct of war. His opponents were 
the great Generals of Louis X1V., who still adhered to 
the old-fashioned policy of defensive lines—regarding 
which we have heard much this evening from the lect- 
urer—great lines which were always weak because of 
their enormous length. It is an interesting fact that dur- 
ing the whole of Marlborough’s campaigns he never re- 
sorted to those lines himself, and that he invariably took 
them when they were made by his enemy. [rom first to 
last his policy was strictly and purely offensive. Napoleon 
was, Il think, the greatest master of the offensive that the 
world has ever produced, but he came after Marlborough, 
and I have no doubt whatever in my own mind that, great 
as was his own intuitive genius for war, he derived a 
great deal of information from the study of Marlbor- 
ough’s campaigns, which study he himself initiated in 
France. At the same time, as was the case with Napo- 
leon, it is diflicult to say whether Marlborough was 
greater as a strategist or as a tactician. 

“There has been much reference to the artillery of 
Marlborough’s day. If 1 were asked who created the 
artillery as a separate arm, the Royal Artillery to which 
most of you belong, I should say it was Marlborough. 
He was the first man who recognized the necessity of 
making it a separate and independent arm. Previous td 
his days the artillery occupied a rather unimportant posi- 
tion in our armies. It was he who, I will not say created 
the artillery, but who used his field guns in action in a 
new manner and in a fashion which in a great measure 
led to the development of the Royal Artillery as an inde- 
pendent corps. It is curious to note that the guns of 


those days were largely used for high-angle fire. I 
think you will find that before long we shall also use 
that sort of fire very commonly in the field. Marlborough 


used howitzers to a large extent in the field, and in some 
cases he even used mortars, but howitzers were largely 
used in all the great battles of the opening years of the 
eighteenth century. 

“There was another service created by Marlborough 
which may not be so interesting to you all, I mean the 
commissariat service. This is a point that few connect 
with the name of Marlborough. The Duke of Wellington 
said that many a man could command an army in battle, 
but that very few could fed an army as well as he could. 
Marlborough showed the actual importance of the com- 
missariat service by attending to the question of supplies 
as if he had been educated all his life as a man of busi- 
ness. He organized a system of supply and selected men 
to be responsible for it. The more you study Marlbor- 
ough’s wars and go into the minutiz of his campaigns, 
the more this point will strike you.” 


COL. RICE’S SCHEME OF MOBILIZATION. 


Armies are conservative. They are conservative from 
necessity. They are conservative from the very nature 
of their being. Change, if change there be, must be 
made by the highest in command. Hence Armies are 
conservative from habit; the habit of obedience; the habit 
of making no change without orders requiring it. Mili- 
tary men guard with jealous eye the prerogatives of com- 
mand, and are apt to regard as criticism and lack of sub- 
ordination any suggestion of change coming from their 
subordinates. This false notion of subordination, this 
old theory of “‘theirs not to reason why, theirs but to do 
and die” has too long fettered the intellect of military 
men, discouraged thought, rebuked the noblest ideas, op- 
posed progress, prohibited experiment, and forced upon 
Armies a fatal conservatism, rendering them mere fol- 
lowers after obsolete form. The world moves in spite of 
orders, regulations and customs of the service, and that 
Army that keeps step with the world’s progress will win 
the laurels and make its nation glorious. 

We are a great people, a progressive people, a nation of 
inventors. This is our boast. It is, therefore, with re- 
gret that the confession is forced from us that we have 
one of the most conservative Armies in the world. A 
progressive people! It is with profound humiliation that 
we admit that Japan and the puny South American Re- 
publics adopted modern systems of arms years before we 
adopted them. 

A nation of inventors! We bow our heads when we 
find the marks of the foreign inventor on the guns of 
our latest adoption. Leaders among civilized nations! 
How shocking to realize that we have an infantry or- 
ganization behind the times not one generation, but two. 
In the midst of all this it is most gratifying, encouraging, 
cheering, to find the system of mobilization proposed by 
Col. Edmund Rice, of our Army, a modern system 
evolved from the brain of an American soldier, adapted 
to American institutions, to our Army and National 
Guard as they actually exist, to our territory, to our sys- 
tems of transportation, to every purpose of our Army as 
prescribed by the Constitution. We cannot too strongly 
encourage the advancement of such modern ideas, and 
their speedy adoption by the Government. In this matter 
of mobilization we have been slow, conservative, even 
negligent. The important lesson of mobilization was 
taught the world twenty-six years ago in that great 
object lesson, the Franco-German War. 

Does Col. Rice need an argument in support of his 
plan? Here it is, in the language of the genius ef that 
war, the military genius of modern times, the great Von 
Moltke. Here is the story—how neglect of details of 
mobilization humbled the pride of France, while atten- 
tion to such details brought victory to the German arms. 


Preparations for the War. 


“The wars carried on by France on the other side of 
the ocean, simply for financial ends, had consumed im- 
mense sums and had undermined the discipline of the 
Army. The French were by no means archiprets for a 
great war, but the Spanish succession to the throne, 
nevertheless, had to serve as a pretext to declare it. The 
French Reserves were called to arms July 15, and only 
four days later the French declaration of war was 
handed in at Berlin, as though this were an opportunity 
not to be lost. 

“One division was ordered to the Spanish frontier as a 
corps of observation; only such troops as were absolutely 
necessary were left in Algiers and in Civita Vecchia; 
Paris and Lyons were sufliciently garrisoned. The en- 
tire remainder of the Army; 332 battalions, 220squadrons, 
924 cannon, in all about 300,000 men, formed the Army 
of the Rhine. This was divided into eight corps, which, 
at any rate, in the first instance, were to be directed by 
one central head, without any kind of intervention. The 
Imperator himself was the only person to assume this 
dithcult task; Marshal Bazaine was to command the 
Army as it assembled, until the Emperor's arrival. 

“It is very probable that the French were counting on 
the old dissensions of the German races. True, they 
dared not look upon the South Germans as allies, but 
they hoped to reduce them to inactivity by an early vie- 
tory, or even to win them over to their side. Prussia 
was a powerful antagonist even when isolated, and her 
Army more numerous than that of the French, but this 
advantage might be counterbalanced by rapidity of 
action. 

“The French plan of campaign was indeed based on the 
delivery of unforeseen attacks. The strong fleets of war 
and transport ships were to be utilized to land a con- 
siderable force in Northern Prussia, and there engage a 
part of the Prussian troops, while the main body of the 
Army, it was supposed, would await the French attack 
behind the fortresses on the Rhine. The Freneh in- 
tended to cross the Rhine at once at and below Strasburg, 
thus avoiding the great fortresses; and also, at the start, 
preventing the South German Army which was destined 
to defend the Black Forest from uniting with the North 
Germans. To execute this plan it would have been im 
perative to assemble the main forces of the French Army 
in Alsace. Railway accommodation, however, was so in- 
adequate that in the first instance it was only possible to 
carry 100,000 men to Strasburg; 150,000 had to leave the 
railways near Metz, and remain there till they could be 
moved up. 50,000 men were encamped at Chalons as 
reserves, 115 battalions were ready to march as soon as 
the National Guard had taken their places in the interior. 
The various corps were distributed as follows:

“Germany had been surprised by the declaration 
war, but she was not unprepared. The possibility of sue 
an event had been foreseen. When Austria had separat 
her interests from those of the other German States 
Prussia undertook the sole leadership, and paved the way 
to more intimate relations with the South German States 
The idea of national unification had been revived, an 
found an echo in the patriotic sentiments of the entir 
people. 

“The means of mobilizing the North German Army hai 
been reviewed year by year, in view of any changes iz 
the military or political situation, by the staff, in con 
junction with the Ministry of War.

WIZARD VERSUS BULLETS. 


The splendid body of riflemen selected from several 
regiments in the New York National Guard, who volun- 
teered, with the permission of their commanding officers, 
to shoot at Professor Hermann for the benefit of the 
free ice fund of the New York “Herald” on the evening 
of May 18, in Palmer’s Theatre, did not hit 
the professor, although their aim owas _ steady 
and accurate.

D. S. Appleton and F. C. Harriman, 12th 
Regt. In another private box were Judge H. A. Gilder- 
sleeve, Col. W. ©. Church, and Maj. T. F. Lynch, who 
accepted the position of judges to examine the cartridges 
just before they were handed to Ord. Sergt. Corrie to 
hand to the riflemen. In a private box opposite that of 
the judges were the members of the famous shooting 
party; these consisted of Capt. F. A. Wells, 23d Regt.; 
Lieut. S. S. Stebbins, 12th Regt.; Ord. Sergt. H. K. Zust, 
22d Regt.; Sergt. P. Finegan, 69th Regt.; Corp. F. J. 
Conroy, 7th Regt.; and Pvt. George Doyle, 71st Regt., 
who did the shooting; Ord. Sergt. J. Corrie, 12th Regt., 
who captained the team; Capt. C. A. Coan, 9th Regt., 
who was ready as a substitute in case any of the shooters 
got sick; Corp. E. Muller, 8th Regt., Pvt. F. Stuart, 71st 
Regt., who witnessed the loading of the ammunition, and 
Chas. J. Leach, of the “Army and Navy Journal,” who 
selected the team on behalf of the “Herald.” In the 
early part of the evening the six shells were loaded in 
the magazine of the 12th Regt. Armory, with 35 grains 
of Laflin & Rand’s F. F. G. rifle powder—which is the 
armory charge. To fill the air space between the powder 
and the ball the usual sawdust was put in, after which 
a .50-ealiber bullet was firmly seated in the shell. A 
sample of powder was taken from the powder gauge and 
tested and found correct. The cartridges were placed in 
a small box and after that were jointly in possession of 
Capt. Coan, Pvt. Stuart, and Mr. Leach, who were 
always accompanied by some member of committee or 
team until cartridges were delivered to judges. At the 
conclusion of the regular entertainment, the shooters, to 
the tune of “The Girl I Left Behind Me,” marched on 
the stage in single rank, and took position on its right, 
presenting arms to Prof. Hermann, who inspected the 
rifles. The guardsmen certainly made a handsome ap- 
pearance and were received with great enthusiasm. 
After the inspection, Sergt. Corrie received the cartridges 
from the judges’ box and placed them in a tray, allowed 
them to be examined in the audience, after which he 
issued them to the team, who, holding them aloft, placed 
them in the rifles, and then marched to a platform ex- 
tending out over the orchestra, where they formed in 
two ranks, the front kneeling and the rear standing. At 
the command of Sergt. Corrie, the pieces were brought to 
the ready, and aim, and at the word fire, a splendid vol- 
ley was delivered at a china plate which Prof. Hermann 
held in front of his body. Nothing happened to the plate 
or to the professor,, who immediately came forward with 
six .50-caliber bullets in the plate, warm and carrying the 
abrasions on them due to contact with the rifling. Thus 
ended happily the exciting shooting trick of the famous 
wizard, for the benefit of the free ice fund, and a large 
sum was realized for the worthy charity. The riflemen 
were enjoyablv entertained at Delmonico’s by Mr. White, 
of the New York “Herald.”

GEORGIA. 


Although there were but few companies and teams in 
attendance at the first annual meeting of the Military 
Interstate Association at Savannah, Ga., from May 11 
to 16, the meeting was quite a success. In the Zouave 
contest only one company was allowed to compete, the 
Aurora Zouaves, of Aurora, Ill. The Neely Zouaves, of 
Memphis, Tenn., had entered, but on the day of the drill 
orders were received from the Governor through the Ad- 
jutant General’s Department forbidding their carrying 
arms in the State, they having entered the State with- 
out first receiving permission to do so from Gov. Atkin- 
son. The Neely Zouaves are a separate organization, not 
enlisted in the Tennessee National Guard, and could not 
get permission from the Adjutant General! of their State 
to bear arms, and to evade this law they are all regular- 
ly sworn in deputy sheriffs and as such they are allowed 
to bear arms. They were refused permission to leave 
their State by their Governor and came as private indi- 
viduals, but on their arrival in Savannah assumed the 


dignity of a military company. The committee, instead 
of refusing to recognize them as a military ———- 
as they should have done, did everything in their power 
to so arrange it that the company could compete, but 
found it impossible. 

In the college cadet corps contest the battalion 
from the South Carolina Military Academy, of Charies- 
ton, 8S. C., were victorious, the Gordon Institute cadets, 
of Barnesville, Ga., pushing them close. The Charleston 
boys drilled three companies, while the Barnesville bat- 
talion had —~ two companies. The interstate drill was 
won by the Morton Cadets, they defeating the Ogel- 
thorpe Infantry, of Augusta, Ga. With the prize in this 
contest goes the famous Galveston Cup, held for the past 
year by the Thurston Rifles, of Omaha. The Morton 
Cadets made a good impression in Savannah and their 
drilling was good in both close and extended order. In 
the general parade on Thursday the Captain tried to get 
his company up in a style of their own, the men alter- 
nately in black and white trousers. This looked a little 
like burlesque and was very unfavorably commented 
upon. The judges in the college cadet contest were Col.

The members of the five regiments of the N. G. N. 
Y. who attended divine service on May 17 listened to in- 
teresting discourses from their chaplains, coupled with 
good advice.

POLO AT WEST POINT. 

On Wednesday and Saturday afternoons a team of 
eight cadets of the first class can be seen on the cavalry 
plain practicing the game of polo. Of course, it is more 
or less theoretical instruction they get, rather than the 
actual playing—the conditions are not favorable for any- 
thing else. Lieut. Howze has started the game and the 
cadets are only allowed to practice when he is on the 
ground with them. Capt. Parker and Lieut. Cassatt 
render him great assistance. The idea is to put polo 
sticks in the hands of the cadets, and those interested 
hope by this means “to graft” the game more thoroughly 
into the Army. The cadets are very enthusiastic over it 
and the enthusiasm grows with each practice, for there 


seems to be such a fascination about the game that if a 
man once tries it he invariably wants to keep it up. 

It is believed that the instruction given to the cadets 
will result in seeing the game played at every post, where 
it is at all practicable. The only thing wanting there to 
make the game a complete success and very attractive 
is polo ponies. Suggestions as to the method of supplying 
these ponies are in order. 


FORT LEAVENWORTH CHAPEL. 

The Kansas City “Times” says: “Another tablet has 
been added to the many which commemorate the names 
and deeds of many brave officers and men on the walls 
of the post chapel at Fort Leavenworth who gave up 
their lives on the field of battle for country’s and honor’s 
sake.

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ENGLISH ARMY SLANG. 


Our friend, “‘Tommy Atkins,” possesses a vocabulary 
of slang which is both extensive and peculiar, to say 
the least of it. The nicknames most common in the Army 
are, perhaps, the following: “Andy,” “Beakey,” “Boxer,” 
“Buck,” “Chancer,” “Chico,” “Chumpy,” “Cruity,” 
“Doddy,” “Darkey,” “Dodger,” “Figgy,” “Footy,” 
“Gassy,” “Hookey,” “Jigger,” ‘“Knocker,” ‘“Nosey,” 
“Nobby,” “Pasha,” “Pusser,” “Scabby,” “Shiner,” 
“Snuffy,” “Secut,” “Smiler,” “Steady,” “Spud,” 
“Trickey,” “Towney,” “Tubby,” and “Tug.” There is 
always a “Hookey” Walker, a “Shiner” Green, a “Spud” 
Murphy, a “Nobby” Clarke, a “Buck” Taylor, a “Chan- 
cer” Hughes, a “Pasha” Burke, a “Jigger” Lee, and a 
“Tug” Wilson, in all corps of infantry. 

The drum major is called “Drummy,” and the master 
cook “Bobajee.” A recruit is usually referred to as 
“Cruity,” “Mickey,” “Rooster,” or “Johnny. f A great 
coat is a “shawl,” shirts are “greybacks” or “fleshers, 
and boots are “cases.” f : 

The guard room (prisoners’ room) is variously styled 
the “net,” “trap,” “clink,” “dust hole,” “cage,” “digger, 
“dog’s home,” “marble arch.” 3 : 

A man who is late for parade or duty is said to be 
“pushed,” or “dragged.” A non-commissioned officer 
under arrest is “on the pegs,” “hanging up,” or “for it, 
and will have to “toe the line,” or be “on the carpet’’; or 
if merely brought before the Adjutant for some trifling 
neglect, it is a “spin,” or a “wheel.” A fellow who has 
been bested in a bargain has been “sold a dog, or pup, 
or “done a winger.” A lance Corporal is a Lance 
Jaes,” and his stripe, from its shape, is the “dog’s el- 
bow.” 

An inquiry into next day’s routine is usually put as 
“What's the hockim?’ A soldier who is muddled with 
drink is “in the rats,” whilst a icetotal one is “on the 


cot,” “on the steady,” “‘on the tack,” “on the dead,” or 
has “put the peg in.” 

To grumble is to “grouse,” and a grumbler is a 
“grouser.” <A private who is argumentative with non- 
commissioned officers in the barrack room, is a “barrack 
room lawyer,” who sometimes writes to the press, and is 
said to “chew the fat,” or “the rag,” and who, if the cau- 
tion “not to give old smash,” or “back chat,” remain 
unheeded, will probably spend the night in the guard 
room. 

To stand treat is to “stick it,” and a man cleaning his 
equipments is said to be “Sammying,” “pummying,” or 
“soldiering.” <A lie, or a liar, is known as a “chancer,” 
but “chancing it,” or *“‘*chancing his arm,”’ is, literally, risk- 
ing his badges or stripes contained thereon. “Chancing his 
mit,” or “sacks,” are terms synonymous with the fore- 
going. Bread is “chuck”; water “ina.” 

Turning to bugle calls, the “last post,’’ which sounds 
at 10 P. M., is “blackhole’’; and the commanding officer’s 
call, which notifies the disposal of offenders, is called 
“satisfaction.”’ The defaulters’ call, in corps where the 
drum is used, is known as “the raps,” but if by bugle, it’s 
“the baby crying,” or still more commonly the invitation 
to pack drill is supposed to say: 

“Come to your mother, my fat-headed brother, 
Oh! come to the Rutee war, boys, 

In conclusion it may be pointed out that the most 
popular bugle call in the British Army, sounding sweet 
and familiar to the veriest recruit, is supposed to say: 

“Oh! come to the Rutee war, boys, 
Come to the Rutee war.” 
It is better known as the “dinner bugle.”
